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WEEKLY REVIEW. 
General trade has not recovered from 
the effects of a national holiday, but is 
as fair as could be expected at this 


season. In chemicals there is a steady 
trade without changein values. Paints 
are quiet and prices in white lead con- 
tinue low and irregular. Oils are dull 
without an interesting feature. 
The drug market has attracted but 
little attention, the leading articles 
showing little activity. 

Money on call, loans at 2 aid 2 1-2 
per cent. The following are the rates 
of exchange on New York : Savannah, 
buying, 1-2 discount; selling par and 1-8 
premium. Charleston, par; selling 1-8 
and 1-4 premium.

To-Day the Western distillers hold 
their meeting at Chicago to organize a 
hew pool and appoint an executive 
committee, who shall call into active 
operation the working of said pool as 
s00n as it is ascertained that @yery dis- 
tiller has the intention to abide by the 
rules and regulations governing the 
pool, This, we imagine, will prove a 
dificult undertaking. Heretofore the 
etperience has been that the actual 
“intention” of the subscribers to the 
pool has only been developed when they 
found their interests affected,and should 
hone of them this year see it to their 
interest to disregard their agreements 
they will doubtless do as they have 
done in the past, pool or no pool. 


The roster of cottonseed oil mills at 
the convention held here in June 1882, 
showed a total in operation or ready to 
begin with the new crop, of 73 mills. 


This year the number recorded is 102, 
and there are a few others known to 
be building but which have not yet 
got on to the records. Reports of the 
number of boxes are lacking from 25 
mills, but those reported aggregate 
5,379 against 4,476 reported last year, 
when the capacity of nine mills was 
unknown. In other words 77 mills this 
year show 5,379 boxes, while 64 mills 
last year showed 4,476. This increase 
of 903 boxes represents 13 new mills and 
additions to many of the old ones. It 
is safe to estimate that the new mills 
whose capacity is not yet recorded, will 
swell the aggregate number of boxes 





ready for opetation during the coming 
season to over 6,000. To what extent 
this will increase the production of oil 
over the 20.000,000 gallons made this 
year, is not yet apparent. The new 
mills are erected, to a considerable ex- 
tent, in territory which previously had 
very little surplus seed, and they there- 
fore take off from the seed available for 
the older mills rather than add so 
much to the production of the locality 
in which they are built. Of course 
every new mill, wherever built, will 
represent some increase in the consump- 
tion of seed, but the additional ma- 
chinery cannot be regarded as repre- 
senting entirely new seed, and even if 
the coming cotton crop is as extensive as 
it promises to be, we doubt if the pro- 
duction of oil will bear the same ratio of 
increase over the present crop year 
that is shown in the oil machinery. 
The competition for seed, unless it can 
can be controlled, is likely to be 


a more serious obstacle to divi- 
dends than the over. production 
of oil. The latter is _ large. 


but the manifold uses to which it can 
advantageously be put are still unde- 
veloped, and a year or two of compara- 
tively low prices will do much to ex- 
pand the permanent outlet for a much 
larger crop than has ever yet been pro- 
duced. The time for heavy profits in 
this industry would seem to have 
passed, and it is speedily working it- 
self into a position where it can only 
be expected to yield fair manufacturing 
profits. So far as any pooling measure 
is concerned, it is evident that none 
can be adopted that will extend further 
than to the purchase of seed, and if 
this can be controlled, competition in 
the product may safely be left to itself. 
Combinations among the mills of some 
sections may be practicable, but as for 
any general combination on meal or 
cake, we doubt if it could be formed, 
owing tothe wide difference in quality 
of the products of some mills. 

As our report has shown, the Con- 
vention did some work which is likely 
to redound to the benefit of the whole 
industry. The effort itis putting forth 
to secure a proper classification of cot- 
tonseed products in the freight sched- 
ules of the different railroads,,is a very 
important work’ and one which merits 
the fullest success. We have some 
doubts as to the success of the pro- 
posed effort to influence foreign gov- 
ernments in favor of American cotton- 
seed oil, and to secure a reduction of 
the duties now laid upon it. As a 
measure of sound economy, it is clear 
to us that Italy, France, Spain, Mexico 
and other ‘countries would vastly 
benefit their people by the free admis- 
sion of this oil. But so long as our 
tariff taxes the products of those coun- 
tries which seek a market here, it is 
doubtful if they diminish their taxes 
upon any American goods, without re- 
ciprocal action on our part. This is 
difficult to secure in view of the politi- 
cal influences prevailing at Washington 
which are opposed, just now, to any 
new agitation of tariff measures for 
fear of opening the door to too sweep- 


ing legislation. 
which this work is entrusted is an able 
one, however, and has many strong 
arguments in its favor. The mutual 
insurance plan propsed for the mills is 
one that commends itself to every 
owner of this class of property, upon 
which the rate charged by the stock 
companies is outrageously high. 
——— 
PROSPECTS OF A COMBINATION 
ON WHITE LEAD. 


About four weeks ago the Secretary 
of the National Association of Lead 
Corroders sent a circular letter to every 
corroder in the United States, stating 
that the by-laws of the association re- 
quired that an annual meeting should 
be held in July of each year, and ask- 
ing if the firms addressed would at- 
tend in case a call was issued for a 
meeting at Saratoga during the present 
month. It must be understood that 
while the National Association has 
never been dissolved, it has for three 
years been inoperative. The action 
of the Secretary was a formal compli- 
ance with the by-laws, but there was 
a tacit understanding, of course, that 
if favorable responses were received 
from all the corroders, it would indi- 
cate a general desire for a combination. 
Within the past week a postal circular 
has been sent out by the Secretary, to 
the effect that inasmuch as one cor- 
roder refuses to attend the meeting, 
none will be held. Between the issu- 
ing of the circular first referred to and 
the date of the postal, other influences 
have been at work to secure an expres- 
sion of the corroders upon this question 





of a combination and, if possible, 
to form one, The result corre- 
sponds exactly with the replies 


to the secretary’s circular; one corroder 
stands out against any form of organi- 
zation which would be acceptable to 
his colleagues. This is unfortunate alike 
to the corroders and the dealers. It 
means to each the continuance of an 
unrestricted competition which is pro- 
fitable to no one. The white lead busi- 
ness for months past has been done 
with practically no profit either to the 
manufacturer or the dealer. The con- 
sumer has profited by this condition of 
affairs, possibly, but it is no burden to 
the consumer of any commodity to pay 
the manufacturer a reasonable profit 
thereon, hence the public good cannot 
be said to have been subserved to the 
slightest extent by the ruinously low 
prices on white lead that have prevail- 
ed for months past. It is well known 
that the dealers are strongly in favor of 
a combination and that ever since the 
dissolution of the old organization they 
have realized very little if any profit on 
the lead they have sold. It may not be 
amiss for them to understand that the 
present condition of the trade is main- 
tained by the refusal of one concern to 
enter any organization having for its 
objects the maintenance of prices 
which should pay a profit to the corro- 
der and protect the dealer. The result 
of such refusal can only be to perpetu- 
ate the existing competiton and render 
even more unprofitable the business of 
manufacturing and dealing in white 
lead. The corroders are pretty certain, 
we assume, to resist the competition 
which enforces ruinous prices, and deal- 
ers are altogether unlikely to regard 
with favor an action which continues a 
condition of trade that is wholly unprof- 
itable to them. It is quite likely that 
they may be led to use their influence to 
bring the corroders together by working 
against any brand of lead that is per- 
sistently held out of a combination. 
Without an organization of corroders 
dealers cannot hope to make any 
money, and it would be natural for 
them to use what influence they might 
have to secure one. We fail to see 
where continued opposition to combi- 
nation can benefit the single house as- 
suming that attitude, and it is not diffi- 
cult to see wherein such a position may 
prove to its loss, 
















The committee to| THE PROSPECTIVE PRICE OF 


PETROLEUM. 


The comments that have lately 
been published as to the probable 
prospective value of petroleum have 
been apparently based mainly on the 
decreasing production of the Penn- 
sylvania and New York fields. Based 
on these hypotheses the deductions are 
evidently entirely plausible, but the fact 
that new oil discoverios are being made, 
some of them remote from the older 
fields, and in sections of the country 
where heretofore. the presence of oil 
has not been suspected, has a bearing 
on the matter of probable future values 
and the relative position of supply 
and demand that should not be lost 
sight of. We are altogether too prone 
to consider only the at present larger 
producing district, which shows signs of 
waning production, and either ignore 
entirely the newly discovered field or 
ascribe to the reports therefrom the 
exaggeration usually incident to 
new discoveries. While we are not 
disposed to accept all the rosy reports 
as being fully borne out by facts, there 
is still sufficient authentic information 
which induces us to believe these new 
discoveries will prove a factor that will 
have an important bearing on the future 
value of petroleum. 

The West Virginia Oil fields, al- 
though known for many years, and 
producing considerable oil, have only 
recently been fairly developed. The 
latest developments are in the vicinity 
of Parkersburg, where several flowing 
wells have been struck during the past 
two weeks, and new wells are being 
bored in every direction, showing 
that the oil producing territory 
in that region covers a much large area 
than was believed possible, and the ex- 
citement over the discoveries is conse- 
gently at fever heat. The quality of 
the oil gushing from the wells in this 
district is said to be equal to the Penn- 
sylvania oil forilluminating purposes, 
and the claim is made that whatever 
the Pennsylvania districts will this 
year fall short of previous years’ pro- 
duction will be fully made up by the 
new wells in the Parkersburg district. 
Of course it is impossible to tell at this 
time how extensive the oil deposits may 
prove to be, whether the wells will con- 
tinue to flow and produce oil in paying 
quantities for a long time, or whether 
they will simply become dry holes 
after a short spurt, but from present 
indications there is no reason to believe 
that they will prove less productive 
than have the wells in the Pennsyl- 
vania fields. Should this prove to be 
tiie case then West Virginia will become 
an important factor in the future of 
American petroleum production and 
one that must have an influence on the 
the future value of oil. 

The latest discoveries, and probably 
no less important, although far remote 
from previous ones, were made in the 
Big Horn range of mountains in 
Wyoming territory. We are in receipt 
of aletter from Mr. W. L. Lay, former- 
ly of Oil City, who has been in that 
territory prospecting for oil and has 
made important discoveries. Hereto- 
fore the oils found in Wyoming terri- 
tory were dark, and heavy, suitable for 
lubricating purposes only, but Mr. Lay 
assures us that he has discovered a tract 
which produces a light green oil of 
about 40 degrees gravity, and which 
will yield largely of refined illumi- 
nating oil. In the first experimental 
well the presence of oil became appa- 
rent at adepth of sixteen feet, and the 
following morning about a gallon of oil 
of the best quality was collected, 
which is claimed to be equal to 
the best Pennsylvania crude, being 
light in gravity and much more 
limpid than the Wyoming oils 
heretofore discovered. The _ indica- 
tions of natural gas give assur- 
ance that the supply will prove suffi- 
cient to smelt all the rich copper and 


silver ores which are found in that ter- 
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ritory. The importance of these dis- 
coveries to Wyoming Territory can 
hardly be overestimated, as the present 
cost of coke is $28 per ton, and the 
natural gas and liquid fuel will soon 
take the place of the thousands of tons 
of coke now sent there from Pitts- 
burg. But the benefits of the new 
discoveries will extend far beyond the 
territory. If these new wells continue 
to produce this more valuable oil in 
large quantities, of which Mr. Lay 
assures us that there is no doubt, then 
Wyoming Territory will soon be able 
to supply the wants of all the great 
Northwestern States, which will re- 
duce the quantities of Pennsylvania 
oil required for consumption in the 
United States. Of course, this new 
territory is too far remote to havea 
direct effect on the exports, but as the 
supply required for home consumption 
will be smaller, the diminishing pro- 
duction of the Pennsylvania fields need 
not be regarded with alan. 

The statistical position of crude pe- 
troleum at the present time, not taking 
into account the newer fields mention- 
ed above, is decidedly favoroble to 
those’ expecting a higher range of val- 
ues, and as these fields are not likely to 
at once come into direct competition 
with the oil from the older fields, no 
immediate effect can be expected, but 
they must eventually have an influence 
on the position of petroleum in this 
eountry. There are doubtless other 
sections of the country where oil will 
hereafter be discovered, and it is, there- 
fore, difficult to foretell what may be 
the position of petroleum a few months 
hence notwithstanding that the statis- 
tical position is at present so fovorable 
to the bull element.

EXPORTS OF ALCOHOL. 

The unsatisfactory position occupied 
by aleohol during the past twelve 
months is without prospect of early 
improvement. The high price of spirits 
has been a constant barrier to exports, 
and for the first half of the year the 
shipments abroad have been only about 
one-half those of the same period of 
1882, less than a third of those for the 
preceding year, and little more than a 
quarter of what went out during the 
first half of 1880. This cuts off from the 
sum of our exports of domestic products 
several hundred thousand dollars, and 
isan important loss to the industry 
most directly affected. The exact fig- 
ures showing exports and prices, as 
given in the circular of Mr. G. Speckel, 
the acknowledged authority upon this 
article, are as follows :

The apparent position of the market to-day 
presents a marked similarity with the position 
at this time last year: there isno aleohol for 
sale at prices which Europexn markets can pay, 
and hence American alcohol is once more out 
of competition on the Spanish and French 
markets. At 36c there was a demand from Spain 
and France; at 38, 40. 42c, which were subse- 
quently asked, there was none, and the last ef- 
forts on part of the exporters to get orders at 
38c met with no result whatever. Last vear the 
exports were next to nothing from June to De- 
cember, and unless the distillers are again ena- 
bled by some pool arrangement, or by a big de- 
cline in the corn market, to put the price on the 
level with Germany, Kussia, Hungaria, and 
other exporting markets, a, similar period of 
stagnation may be expected. From June Ist 
until the Ist of September, the distillers have 
agreed to run only 20 per cent of their capacity 
(just enough to supply the home market); anew 
pool is, however, in contemplation which may 
go into effect before that time, it being under- 
stood that many distillers are incapable of 
holding the agreement. The price asked to-day 
for a couple of hundred barrels is 40c; large 
quantities are not in the market at the moment 
unless at materially higher prices. The equiv- 
alent of the home consumption price is now 
sic.

PARIS GREEN. 

The past season has not been a very 
profitable one to the Paris Green man- 
ufacturers. At the opening the price 
ranged from 15 to 15 1-2e, at which 
quite a number of contracts was placed 
for delivery during the season by some 
of the manufacturers. As it was claim- 
ed by others that it could not be made 
except at a Joss at this figure, a combi- 
nation was formed among the makers, 
and prices were quickly advanced to 
16 1-2c¢ for five ton lots, and 18 to 20e for 
sinall orders. Since then very few large 
orders have been placed as the pro- 
tracted cold weather early in the sea- 
son prevented the bugs from making 
their appearance as early as usual. 
When they did come, however, there 
was much less activity in the market 
for Paris Green, than has been noticea- 
ble in former years. No one seemed 
able to explain this lifeless state of af- 
fairs; many of the dealers who had 
purchased early in the season at the 
old prices, for deliveries up to July, 
found their stocks were increasing rath- 
er than diminishing, and began in a 
quiet way to undersell the combination 
in the hope that they might in this 
way work off surplus stocks. Even this 
did not have the desired effect, as many 
will go over the season with quite a 
surplus on hand ready for next year’s 
eaunpaign. This, however, will not ap- 
ply to the manufacturers who have 
only been making such quantities as 
they needed to fulfill their contracts, 
and to cover any new ones which they 
may have entered into, during the pre- 


ent season.

A CHANGE IN THE CANADIAN 
TARIFF. 


On Saturday last the announcement 
was made that the change in the Cana- 
dian tariff that was made at the last 
session of the Dominion Parliament 
would seriously injure, if not destroy, 
the trade between Canadian buyers 
and American exporters. The sensa- 
tional and somewhat alarming report 
was made by the United States Consul 
at St. John, who doubtless saw the 


trade in hardware and some other 


classes of American manufactures 
threatened. The section of the amend- 
ed law, which goes into effect on the 


first prox. is as follows : 
When any duty ad valorem is imposed on 


duty shall be the fair market value thereof, 
when sold for consumption in the principal 
markets of the country whence and at the time 
when the same were exported direct to Canada. 

We do not believe that the trade in 
articles in which our readers are espe- 
cially interested will be injuriously af- 
fected, but with hardware, cotton man- 
ufactures, and some other goods the 
case is different, and these will no doubt 
suffer to some extent. The effect will 
be most apparent on all classes of goods 
which are quoted with discounts, and 
ws oils, drugs and chemicals are not 
among these, there is little if any differ- 
ence perceptible bet ween the published 
market prices and those at which the 
goods are exported to Canada. - 

Of the imports to Canada entered for 
consumption, Great Britain furnishes 
the largest amount, $43,583,808; the 
United States the next, $36,704,112, and 
other countries, $11,323,684. The ‘ex- 
ports from the United States to Canada 
of articles pertaining to our trades for 
the fiscal year 1881, were as follows:

We use about 275,000,000 pounds 
annually, and there is only one factory in opera- 
tion in this country, making about one per cent 
of what we require. Salt, limestone, coal and 
sulphur are the principal ingredients in this 
manufacture, and the deposits of pyrites in New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Missouri, and Lake 
Superior regions, Virginia, Tennessee, and 
many other States, offer vast supplies of low 
grade ores, rich in sulphur. 


A singular accident occurred one day last 
week in the De Le Vergne Refrigerating and 
Machine Company's Works in this city. An 
office boy was showing a customer how a cer- 
tain large tank was filled with ammonia gas, 
when the heavy iron head of the tank suddenly 
blew off with a report like the discharge of a 
small field piece, and went through the roof of 
the shed in which the tanks are stored, tearing 
ahole therein about ten fert square.

He said he knew this 
positively, becaus? he had entire charge of the 
rendering. He also testificd that in December 
last between 5,000 and 6,000 tierces of this stuff 
had been made by Fowler Brothers, and tierced 
as prime steam lard. This evidence contradict- 
ed that given by Prof. Rosa, chemist for Fowler 
Brothers.

Lubrication in Prussia. 


Corry, Pa., June 28, 1883. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Among the “Trade Items” in this week’s issue 
of the O., P. AND D. R. we notice a statement 
that the cylinder of a Woolf engine that had 
been running a year in the minesat Saarebruck 
had been taken apart, and a large mass of iron 
soap weighing 150 kilograms had been found 
attached to the piston, and that 192 kilograms 
of such had been used in lubrication, and then 
draws the moral and gives the remedy, viz.: 
Use mineral oil. The lesson and the advice are 
good, and we fully concur in it; but is there not 
a mistake in figures. If these figures are cor- 
rect, they only used one-half pound of such to 
lubricate a large cylinder for a year, and that 
over three-quarters of this half pound of such 
turned into a metallic soap. 

The item isa good one, and the argument in 
favor of mineral oils unanswerable; but when 
we come to figure the kilograms into pounds, it 
seems to ys as if they did not lubricate very 
heavily. Please ascertain if there is not an 
error in figures. Corry. 

(Our correspondent is somewhat in error in 
his calculations. A kilogram is equal to 2.20 lbs. 
avoirdupois, which would give a consumption 
of 412 Ibs suet in the cylinder during the year, 
and a resultant “soap” weighing 330 lbs.—Ep1-

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Grandin No.7 is doing about 75 barrels 
per day. 

153,162,091 gallons of refined oil were exported 
from New York from January Ito June 30, 1883. 

The cttizens of East Aurora, N. Y., have the 
oil fever, anda test well will be put down at 
that place. 

A stock company is being organized at Gir- 
ard, Pa., and another test oil well will be sunk 
in Franklin Township, Erie County, Pa. 

The Keeler well at Macksburg, Ohio, is just 
through twenty feet of good sand and filling up 
fast. It shows for not less than forty barrels 
and makes the belt one and a half miles wide. 

The Frew well, in the Macksburg, O., district, 
isthrough the sand. It shows equal to the 
Keeler well. Both will be shot this week. The 
Frew well extends the belt one mile on a south- 
west line. 

A 600-barrel tank belonging to Clemens Ker- 
berger about three miles from Stoneham Sta- 
tion, Pa., and two 250-barrel tanks were struck 
by lightning last Thursday and burned. Der- 
ricks and houses in the vicinity were saved. 


Tn boring for an artesian well the other day 
at Canon City, Col.; the “borers’’ struck oil, and 
Colorado already fancies herself the future 
second oil-producing State in the Union, as she 
is nOw the first in the production of the pre- 
cious metais. 

The value of the exports of petroleum pro- 
ducts for May, 1883, was $5,412,128 against $4,168,- 
930 for the same month last year. For eleven 
months ending May 3ist the amount was, $40,- 
707,993 against $46,563,142 for the corresponding 
period last year. 

There is talk of watering the stock of the 
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Bradford Exchange. The Star says: If proper- 
ly done it would be a good thing. There is no 
reason why the membership should not be in- 
creased, and gn increase in the amount of stock 
would permit many producers and people in 
neighboring towns to become members. 








At Smith’s Ferry, Ohio, last Thursday after- 
noon, a large still filled with oil, owned by 
Paine, Ablett & Co., burned. Loss estimated 
at $5,000. The fire originated from a still that 
exploded and allowed the oil to communicate 
with the furnace of still1. A man named Mc- 
Ferren was badly burned about the upper part 
ot the body. 


A Pittsburgh dispatch says the well that is 
being drilled for gas on the property of the 
Pennsylvania Lead Company at Mansfield is 
down 150 feet. It will be driven 2,000 feet if gas 
should not be found above that depth. The 
Martin’s Ferry Gas Company recently struck 
eleven feet of gas at 475 feet, and the Central 
Glass Company at Martin’s Ferry also struck a 
large flow at a depth of 800 feet. 


The new gas well to be sunk by Knowles,Tay- 
lor & Knowles, in East Liverpool, Ohio, is to go 
to the second sand. The supply of natural gas 
with which this town has been lighted for sey- 
eral years shows signs of a rapid decrease and 
the above firm have already put down several 
wells to the first rock with very little success. 
They seem to be confident of getting a large gas 
well, by going to the second sand. 

A company has located its wellon Mr.Stump's 
farm, on Oil Creek, four miles noxtheasterly 
from Canon City, Col. This isthe third work- 
ing company now operating in this oil basin. 
At about 200 feet below the first oil, and at a 
depth of 1435 feet the Coal Oil and Investment 
Company struck another vein of oil that is of 
lighter specitic gravity, and which seems to be 
presentin good quantities. It will now stop 
boring and put in the pumping machinery. 


The Niagara Oil Company is about to begin 
boring again for oil in the West Middletown dis- 
trict, Pa. The well, which was drilled to the 
depth of 4,000 feet will probably be abandoned, 
but others in the neighborhood will be started, 
Three test wells have been drilled at a cost of 
several thousand dollars but as yet without suc- 
cess. The company will give the place a thor- 
ough drilling before it is abandoned. 


The Baltimore Sun says of the new oil pipe 
line now nearly completed to that city: ‘The 
Standard Oil Company, who are claimed to be 
controllers of the pipe line, are about to with- 
draw their refining interests from Pittsburgh 
and locate them on the seaboard as a result of 
the advantages of the piping system. There is 
consequently grounds for hope that as soon as 
the pipe line is completed to Baltimore the 
amount of oil refined here will be increased 
and with it the export trade.” 


Governor Pattison, of Pennsylvania, has af- 
fixed his signature to the bill making petroleum 
certificates negotiable. Following is a copy of 
the law: An act to make accepted orders and 
certificates for petroleum negotiable. Section 
1, Be it enacted, etc,, That accepted orders and 
certificates for petroleum issued by any cor- 
poration or partnership association engaged in 
the business of transporting and storing petro- 
leum in this State shall be negotiable, and may 
be transferred by endorsement, either in blank 
or to the order of another, and any person to 
whom the said accepted orders and certificates 
shall beso transferred shall be deemed and 
taken to be the owner of the petroleum therein 
specified. 


From a correspondent in Missouri we learn 
learn that a strike of oil was made several days 
since in Butler County, of that State, and at the 
comparatively small depth of 540 odd feet. 
Samples of this oil appear of unusually good 
quality. This is the secoed oil region discover- 
ed outside of what may now be called the oil 
region within the United States during the past 
three months, the other one being that near Ft. 
Wingate, N M., where a well was successfully 
sunk for vil in April last. These two new finds 
of oil, together with the development of the 
Tuxpan field in the State of Vera Cruz, Old 
Mexico, which is now going on, seem to be very 
rich. There may not as yet be much danger of 
the market being flooded by the oil of Old and 
New Mexico, but the probalities of the new 
Missouri field form an unknown quantity that 
it will not do to bet against. 


A St. Louis dispatch is to the effect that the 
people of Bates county, especially in the neigh- 
borhood of Rich Hill, are in a fever of excite- 
ment over the discovery of oil: It had been 
generally known that Beaumont & Foote have 
been sinking «a well for oil, and about three 
weeks ago there was a rumor that oil had been 
struck, but the rumor was then hushed up. The 
secret, however, grew too big to deep, and on 
Monday of last week it was announced that at 
3p.m.the following day a public test of the 
well would be made. At that hour there were 
fully three hundred persons on the grounds. 
The engine was started and five barrels of crude 
oil was drawn up. ‘The well was sunk 600 feet, 
and the oil has risen 400 feet and is pronounced 
by.experts to be crude oil in its purest state. A 
company has been organized, and other wells 
will be sunk immediately. Great excitement 
prevails, and property is rapidly advancing in 
value. Ali the adjacent land had been quietly 
leased fora period of twenty years before the 
announcement was made that oil had been 


struck, 
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At the unusually shallow depth of 200 feet a 
vein of natural gas was struck by the town au- 
thorities of Oberlin, Ohio, while drilling an ar- 
tesian well with reference to a future water 
supply. The gas was remarkably pure, being 
absolutely odorless, and emitting a clear, steady 
white blaze. By confining the jet for a time, 
and then applying a match as the cap was sud- 
denly removed a blaze would leap ten feet from 
the orifice. Ata depth of 280 feet amore pow- 
erful vein of gas was struck, and at a depth of 
299 feet still another, six times as strong as the 
two previous ones put together, Finally, at a 
depth of 312 feet the climax was reached when 
a vein was hit which gives a blaze the full size 
of the well,five and one-half inches in diameter 

The National Oil Transportation Company's 
pipe line to Baltimore is now being laid. The 
work is progressing at various points along the 
line and at Canton. The pipe for the upper 
part of Baltimore county and Harford county 
was carricd over the Maryland Central road, 
and the hauling of the same along the line is 
being done by farmers’ teams; the digging of 
the trenches is by local laborers, with skilled 
hands to direct and lay the pipes. Within nine- 
ty days it is thought the work will be completed. 
— Baltimore Jr.Com. 


The report of oil operations for the month of 
June shows that 229 wells were completed dur- 
the month, giving a daily output of 3425 barrels, 
with nineteen dry holes, against 227 wells, 3568 
barrels and nineteen dry holes in May. Brad- 
ford and the lower field are the only sections 
showing an increase in wells completed and 
production, while there is a material falling off 
in Warren and Forest and Allegheny. The total 
daily production of the new wells is 143 barrels 
less than those of May. In new works 374 well 
are drilling or are under way in all the fields 
against 385 at the close of May, a decrease of 
eleven. Allegheny isthe only field showing an 
increase of new work, Bradford being slightly 
behind the May figures, with a falling off in 
Warren, Forest and the lower field of a marked 
character. The wells now drilling in the various 
belts are not expected to be of heavy caliber 
owing to their situation. There are no wildcat 
wells of a dangerous character being operated, 
and the general field situation is deemed 
favorable for an advance in _ prices. 
The average daily runs and the receipts for 
the month, however, by the various pipe lines 
were 67,221 barrels, while the average shipments 
from the region for the same period were only 
58,670 barrels, which would seem to be an in- 
crease of the supply over the demand of nearly 
10,000 barrels per day, but as it is known by 
actual gauges that the stocks at the wells are 
being drawn from to swell the receipts, it is be- 
lirved the shipments are really as large as the 
runs.—Press Despatch. 





Chemical and Scientific 
Notes. 





EXAMINATION OF CACAO BuTrerR.— According 
to Eugene Dietrich, a very reliable test for the 
purity of cacao butter is obtained with the 
polarizing microscope. For this purpose equal 
parts of the cacao fat and paraffine are inelted 
together; a drop is then pluced upon an object 
glass and slightly preesed with a glass cover; it 
is then exposed for 12 hours to a temperature 
not exceeding 5deg. C. When magnified 20 
times in polarized light the cocoa oil appears in 
the form of palm leaves, showing a beautiful 
play of colors, especially when a seleniie plate 
is used. An addition of 10 per cent. of tallow 
causes the fat to crystallize in tufts of needles. 
When beef tallow is used these show the cross 
of polarization; with mutton tallow they are 
colorless. The author also calls attention to 
the differences in the microcrystal line from the 
various oils, fate and waxes, under the polar- 
izing microscope, and their value in examina- 
tions. He always uses paraffine oil as a diluent, 
employing a greater or Smaller quantity ac- 
cording to the consistency of the fat. With 
cacao, palm, cocoa and nutmeg oils, equal parts 
are used; also 1 part paraffine to 2 of tallow; 4 
parts paraffine to 1 of ceresin, spermaceti, wax, 
ozokerite, etce.—Seifenfabrikant. 





ON META-AMIDO-BENZAMID.—The mixed ni- 
tro-benzoic acids are separated as barium salts 
according to Gricss’s method, and the meta- 
acid is treated with an equivalent quantity of 
phosphorus chloride. After the product has 
been gradually heated to 140 deg. in order to re- 
move the greater part of the phosphorus oxy- 
chloride, it is poured in a thin stream and with 
stirring into strong, well-cooicd ammonia, and 
after some hours the crystalline nitro-benza- 
mid is filtered off, washed with water, recrys- 
tallized, and converted into amido-benzamid by 
treatment with colorless ammonium sulphide. 
If pure benzoic acid has been employed the 
yield is almost theoretical. 





RESEARCHES ON THE ACTION OF ZINC-ETHYL 
UPON THE AMINES AND PHOSPHINES.—On caus- 
ing zinc-ethy! to react upon an ammoniacal de- 
rivative in which all the hydrogen is not re- 
placed we obtain a metallic derivative, whilst 
ethy! hydride is disengaged. These reactions 
are in general very energetic, and it is well to 
moderate them by using the zinc-ethyl in an 
ethereal solution. Zinc-ethy! is without action 
upon the tertiary amines and phosphines. 
Hence we have a new and easy method for de- 
termining to what class an amine belongs. It 
is merely necessary to place in test-tubes a 







small quantity of different bases, pouring upon 
each an ethereal solution of zinc-ethyl. In the 
tubes containing a tertiary amine we perceive 
no reaction, whilst in the others there is a rég- 
ular and abundant disengagement of a com- 
bustible gas, ethyl hydride. Reciprocally, if an 
amine or a phosphine thus treated gives off 
ethyl hydride it should be considered as con- 
taining ethyl hydride. As regards the natural 
bases, zinc ethyl is without action upon nico- 
tine and quinoleine, but it attacks the greater 
number of the oxygenated natural bases, form- 
ing organo-metallic compounds, which require 
further study. 

DExTRINE.—If a certain portion of diastase 
be added to wheat, potato, or other starch in 
water, and be kept at a temperature between 
49 deg. and 60 deg. C., the starch will grad- 
ually dissolve and form a colorless transparent 
solution. When this solution is carefully evap- 
orated, a yellowish white powder is obtained, 
perfectly soluble in water, to which the name 
of dextrine is given. Dextrine is merely starch 
changed or transformed in such a way as to be- 
come soluble in cold water. This change is 
similar to that which it undergoes by simply 
boiling in water, 





LIQUIFIED CARBONIC Acrip.—The use of li- 
quified carbonic acid in the preparation of car- 
bonated beverages is recommended by Mr: 
Apotheker Volk, of Ratzeburg, who states that 
experiments have proved it to be the purest, 
most suitable and best method of impregnating 
mineral waters, It is also claimed that by using 
the carbonic acid in this form the more expen- 
sive part of the apparatus now usedin the man- 
ufacture could be dispensed with. It is evident, 
however, that even should a sufficiently cheap 
supply of pure liquefied carbonic acid be forth- 
coming, special precautions will have to be 
adopted as tothe containing vessels and the 
manner in which they are stored, as the gas re- 
quires at 0 deg. C. for its liquefaction a pressure 
of 36 atmospheres, which increases rapidly with 
a rise of temperature. It would be worth 
while to carry the experiment a little further 
and try the solidified acii,the relatively slow 
evaporation of which,even when exposed to 
the air, might facilitate manipulation. 





DETECTION AND ESTIMATION OF LACTIC ACID. 
—R. Palm says that when lactic acid is added 
to a clear or slightly opalescent solution of ba- 
sic acetate of* lead, i. ¢., acetate of lead mixed 
with five or six parts of alcoholic ammonia, a 
white amorphous precipitate of plumbic lac- 
tate will be immediately formed. The same 
precipitate is produced when acetate of lead is 
added to a mixture of lactic acid and alcoholic 
ammonia. The precipitate is soluble in a large 
quantity of water, in acetic acid, lactic acid, 
and caustic alkali, but insoluble in alcohol, and 
must therefore be washed with alcohol. It 
dries to translucent scales like dextrire. After 
heating with fuming sulphuric acid and ignit- 
ing, it left behind 794% to 77% per cent of oxide 
of lead, so that its composition corresponds to 
a basic salt baving the composition 3PbO,2C,H, 
Os, which requires 78.8 percent. of oxide of lead. 





RaAtnspow GLAss.—The soap-bubble colors 
upon glass are produced by a vapor, which is 
deposited on the hot glass before it goes into 
the annealing oven, The vapor comes from a 
mixture of protochloride of tin, carbonate of 
baryta, and carbonate of strontian. It is said 
that the workmen of a Bohemian manufacturer, 
wishing to celebrate his arrival, kindled some 
Bengal lights in the annealing furnaces, and the 
pieces which were in the furnaces all became 
iridescent, The colors can be removed by hard 
rubbing. Messrs. Clemandot and Fremy pro- 
duced a pearly luster, like that of shells, by 
means of different chemical agents, chlorhydric 
acid among others, under pressure of four, five 
or six atmospheres. They were thus able to 
imitate the magnificent glasses of antiquity, 
which have become iridescent through the 
lapse of time.—Bull, dela Soc, d’ Encour, 





GLAss INVENTIONS.—At the academy of Sci- 
ence in Paris a few days ago an interesting 
communication was made by M. Sidot, who 
claims to have invented an altogether new kind 
of glass. The new substance has no flint or 
silicate matter in it at all, but is composed of 
phosphate of lime. By fusing this material at a 
very high temperature, the inventor obtains a 
colorless and transparent body which differs 
little, if at all, in outward appearance from 
glass, and can be worked in the same way. But 
the chief importance of the discovery consists, 
nevertheless, exactly in the difference which 
exists between the new and the old substance. 
It appears that by reason of there being no flint 
in the former it is not liable to be destroyed or 
damaged by the action of that mysterious acid, 
tlourhydric, which eats away ordinary glass and 
every other substance upon or within which it 
ig put. So impossible has it been hitherto to re- 
sist ite deleterious action that nothing could be 
found to hold it while it was being experiment- 
ed upon. M. Sidot’s glass is therefore to be 
used scientifically for this purpose as a recep- 
tacle. Another invention, which is claimed, by 
the way, fortwo rival glass manufacturers, is 
announced in France. The virtue of this new 
process consists chiefly in substituting metallic 
pipes for the common mouth-tubes hitherto 
used habitually by glass blowers. Air is kept 
stored at a reservoir near the workshop, and 
supplied at a convenient pressure to each work- 





man, who applies it by a simple mechanical pro- 
cess to the tube, which he is able to work, it is 
said, as handily as the mouth-piece has been 
used in times past. 


NICKEL CRUCIBLES.—Nickel crucibles, in- 
stead of silvcr ones, are recommended by M. 
Mermet for use in chemical manipulations. 
Nickel, indeed, is slightly attacked by melted 
potash, but so is silver itself. Nickel crucibles 
cost at first much less than those made of silver, 
and, moreover, they have the great advantage 
or melting at a higher temperature, It often 
happens that inexperienced chemists melt their 
silver crucibles in heating them over a gas- 
lamp; but such an accident is not to be feared 
in working with crucibles made of nickel, 





RENEWING PAINT WITHOUT BURNING.—It is 
stated in the Gewerbeblatt fur Hessen that paint 
can be renewed and refreshed in the following 
manner:—When cracks and checks appear in 
the paint on wooden articles, this usually indi- 
cates that the varnish has cracked. If this is 
the case, the article can easily be prepared for a 
fresh coat by sponging it over with strong am- 
monia water, and two or three minutes later 
scraping off the varnish with the broad end of 
a spatula before the ammonia has dried up. In 
this way the first coat is removed. If it is ne- 
cessary to remove the next coating, the same 
operation is repeated. After the last coat has 
been scraped off that is to be removed, it must 
be washed with sufficient water to render the 
ammonia inactive, and then the surface is 
rubbed with pulverized pumice to make it 
smooth. Any desired paint or varnish can be 
applied to a surface prepared in this way. 





IMITATION CAOUTCHOUC.—Dankworth and 
Landers, of St. Petersburg, have invented a 
composition which is elastic, tough, waterproof 
and insulating, and which is applicable to near- 
ly all the purposes for which indiarubber is 
used. It is composed of a mixture of wool and 
Ooal tar, linseed oil, ozokerit, spermaceti and 
sulphur, which are thoroughly mixed and heat- 
ed for a long time, in large vessels, by means of 
superheated steam. 

A New BLASTING POwDER.—This powder 
contains no sulphur or sulphur compounds. 
It is made by working up a mixture of very 
finely ground saltpeter, potassium chlorate, and 
coal-tar pitch with crude benzene to a plastic 
mass, which is then made into flat cakes, the 
benzine evaporated, and the hard powder-cake 
broken into grains of the required size, accord- 
ing to the pvrpose for which it is to be used, 
The discoverer claims for it the following ad- 
vantages: (1) Facility and rapidity of manu- 
facture. (2) Absence of danger both in manu- 
facture and in use. (3) Freedom from hygros- 
copic properties. (4) Its explosive force is 24¢ 
timer that of ordinary gunpowder. (5) Trifling 
residue after explosion. (6) A hardly perceptible 
smoke is formed, which quickly disappears. 
This powder has been used for blasting in the 
Mathildengrube and Konigsgrube in Upper 
Silesia. Two thousand shots were said to have 
been tired with 40 cewt of the powder,

New Oil Diseoveries in West 


Virginia. 


Parkersburg, West Virginia, is just in the 
midst of an oil excitement. which promises to 
almost eclipse the palmy days of Oil City, War- 
ren and Titusville, Pa. The great petroleum 
Wealth of West Virginia is just now opening up 
ana yielding large profits to a few plucky, ex- 
Perienced oil men who came here from the oil 
fields of the Keystone State and from Phila- 
delphia, 

About the closing of the summer of 1863, this 
Promising oil field, which lies nine miles east of 

kersburg, on the Stillwater Creek and its 
tributaries, was thought.to be rich in oil, from 
the surface indications then discovered, and 
tveral business men of Parkersburg began 








operations and succeeded in getting what the 
oil man would call “good shows.” Subsequent 
developments proved that their money was 
well invested, as several paying wells were 
struck, About this time, and before a thorough 
; nvestigation had been made of the Stillwater 
district, a similar excitement broke out in what 
is known as the Volcano district, twenty miles 
east of Parkersburg, on the White Oak river, 
and so big were the prospects that the Stillwater 
district was abandoned and the oil men in a body 
flocked there. 


At Burning Springs, in Wirt County, the 
latter part of the same year, great wells were 
struck, and between the excitementand paying 
leases that were being worked in the last two 
places the former sank into obscurity. From 
that time until the present day the production 
diminished until the fields were eritirely de- 
serted, and the oil production of West Virginia 
was thought to have been entirely exhausted. 
However, about three years ago a light grade 
of oil was struck in the Volcano district, and 
was worked on a small scale by a few men 
without much capital. These men finally 
abandoned their leases, becoming disgusted 
with the slight production and the poor quality 
of the oil. 

About the middle of February, W. F. Mess: 
mer, who had extensive practice and experi- 
ence of the workings in the Pennsylvania 
fields, went to Parkersburg and effected @ lease 
on Rock Run in the Stillwell district, and im- 
mediately began operations. At the shallow 
depth of sixty-five feet he struck a five-barrel 
well of 27 degree oil. Encouraged by his first 
venture, Mr. Messimer immediately set an- 
other drill to work, about twenty yards from 
the first well, and at a depth of 100 feet he 
struck a bonanza in the shape of a 300-barrel 
well of 27% degree oil, worth $8 per barrel. 
This occured about the beginning of March, 
and it was at this time that the attention of 
capital was directed to the development of the 
West Virginia oil territory. C. B. Tavennor 
then leased a tract of land from Haines Broth- 
ers and drilled a well, striking a 400-barrel 
spouter of 33 4-10 degree oil. 


This set the community wild with excitement 
and the speculators and capitalists began to 
flock into Parkersburg, until the scene brings 
back the memorable days of Oil City when it 
was in the zenith of its prusperiety. This well 
has diminished about one-half in its production 
but the excellent quality and steady flow will 
make its owner an oil king, and Mr. Messimer 
will also share a like blessing. The quality of 
oil from these wells proves to be even superior 
to that found in the Franklin district in Penn- 
sylvania, as demonstrated by a cold “ cold test’ 
made by the West Virginia Transportation 
Company of the oil produced by the Tavennor 
well. A specimen of the oil was exposed all day 
to a test which registered five degrees below, 
and the oil is as limpid as water. 


The hills and valleys all over the Stillwell dis- 
trict are now being prospected with considen- 
able success. About twelve paying wells have 
already been struck, ranging from 10 to 300 bar- 
rels of oil of an excellent quality, differing 
vastly, and being more valuable than oil struck 
in theCherry Grove district, in Pennsylvania. 
Derricks begin to dot the hills, and matters are 
assuming a business-like shape. The indications 
of an experiment of deeper wells than those 
previously mentioned show that there is an un- 
dercurrent ata greater depth, and when this is 
fully tested it is thought there will be a revolu- 
tion in the shape of a boom of business that will 
shake the former fossilized community from its 
foundation. 


The existence of gas and the depth of the oil 
rock are both promising signs, and such is the 
faith of those interested that several deep wells 
have been started by the drill. The present 
territory, where the excitement is running so 
high, embraces about four square miles, the 
balance laying idle on account of everybody 
wanting a “hole’’ on land where the highest 
quality of oil exists. The principal owners of 
of this territory are J. P. H. Jones, of Phila- 
delphia; Morgan Bros., of Richmond, Va., and 
Charles King and Haines Bros., of Wirt County, 
W. Va. 


The West Virginia Transportation Company 
are now putting up tanks to store the oil, and 
will also lay pipe lines to the new field. This 
company is doing all in its power to build upa 
regular old time oil boom, and has about ac- 
complished its object. Parkersburg has already 
been named the Oil City of West Virginia. The 
expenditures so far in the new fleld have been 
about $150,000, and thrice its return is already 
in sight, 


Within the city limits of Wheeling a gas well 
has been struck, and some persons believes 
there is oil in that section. The gas is to be uscd 
in the nail factorics there instead of coal, and 
this will reduce the cost of the manufacture of 
nails about 15 per cent., and as a matter of 
course it will greatly revolutionize the nail 
trade, if the experiment is successful. 


In addition to the oil struck in the Stillwater 
district immense quantities of coal have been 
discovered through the agency of the drill, and 
big operations in mining as well as in oil will be 
begun this Summer. The influx of oil and coal 
men is something that has astonished the old 
stagers, They are principally Pennsylvanians, 
and with aknowledge of the oil and coal busi- 
ness such as they possess the wealth under 
West Virginia's soil in this section will be util- 


ized.— Philadelphia Press, 


Mutual Insurance for the Cottonseed 
Oil Mills. 


In our report of the cottonseed oil convention 
pulished last week, we gave the verbal explana- 
tion, made by Mr. 8. J. Camp, of the mutual in- 
surance plan suggested by the committee of 
which he is chairman, but were compelled to 
omit the written report which his remarks sup- 
plemented. As the subject is one of material 
interest to every crusher, and is, moreover, one 
in which other industries now paying a heavy 
tax to insurance companics might fcel an inter- 
est we give itin full. The arguments for or- 
ganization presented do not differ materially 
from those presented Irst year and which we 
printed at that time. The details of the plan 
for organization which accompanied the repor 
are not necessary to give at this time, the 
scheme being sufficiently outlined in the report 
which was as follows :— 


To the president and members of the Cotton- 
seed Crushers Association : 

Gentlemen— Your committee appointed at the 

last annual mecting, to take into consideration 


the propriety of establishing a Mutual or Co- 
operative Insurance Corporation, and to exam- 
ine and report upon the plan submitted at that 
time, respectfully submit the following us the 
result of their de ibe ‘rations: 

Your committee had a circular printed (a —— 
of which is herewith enclosed), and sent to each 
and every mill requesting a reply to queries 
therein made. Thirty-six of the seventy-five 
responded, and to the most important questions 
they had this to say: 

Ist. That the rates of insurance had been 
greatly increased instead of being decreased. 

2d. That the exorbitant rate fixed caused 
them to carry a larger amount of their own in- 
surance. 

3d. That the losses sustained by fire were 
comparatively small in proportion to the in- 
surance premiums paid, 

The replies to the above questions (which as 
above stated, are the most important), have 
convinced your committee that it will be wise 
to establish ourselves into a corporation that 
can and will return to us all that is not con- 
sumed by losses and expenses, 

To make the matter more plain to your body, 
we submit the following statement of the thirty- 
six mills that replied.

Ab stated in the proposition submitted to you 
last year, the per centum of cost for manage- 
ment should not be, at the rate outside, over 10 
per cent. This estimate for the three years, as 
above, produces the following results:

Which shows that we would be able to return 
to ourselves about 30 per cent of the amount 
paid in premiums, or that we pay 30 per cent 
more for our insurance at present than the plan 
proposed. You will perceive that the estimate 
submitted last year was on a basis of 60 mills; 
average amount of insurance $40,000; average 
rate 4 per cent. 

The figures above are for 36 mills, avera 
amount 47,000; average rate 444 percent. The 
last report ‘claimed but 10 per cent on $96,000 for 
expenses, and we are fully satisfied that it would 
be ample. But suppose we add a proportionate 
amount of premiums for the other % mills to 
make the a 

We have $399,000 of receipts with no losses 
reported for the same sixty mills all standin, 
to-day, therefore the results would be as fol-

Your committee feels satisfied the statements 
above are a fair and just way to lay this matter 
before your body, and that the results attained 
are sufficient grounds for them to recommend 
the adoption of a course that will relieve us of 
the present burden of insurance. Your com- 
mittee desire to say that there seems to be some 
misunstenting as to the “ guarantee fund,” ita 
neture, conditions, etc., and they believe if it 
was thoroughly understood by the members of 
this convention, one of the principle obstacles 
that appears to impede the progress of the for- 
mation of this Insurance Company would be 
removed, 

The nature and condition of the guarantee 
fund may be considered as follows: 

lst. That the mills become the guarantors. 

2d. Should the charters of mills prohibit sub 
scriptions to said fund, then any number of in- 
dividual stockholders of such mills maybe- 
come subscribers thereto, a part or all me 
stockholders in each mill as guarantors to 
their joint notes to an amount they may e ect 
to subscribe, so that the aggregate is not less 
than $150,000 

The subscription for the guarantee fund thus 
made, may be called for and paid by pro rata 


assessments in part or as a whole, only at such - 


time, or times, as the losscs and expenses exceed 
the receipts, but no greater assessments shall be 
made than is actually necessary to meet and 
settle such excessive losses. In no case shall 
the combined assessments exceed the sum sub- 
scribed, nor shall the subscribers hereto be lit 
able for a greater amount than his subscrip- 
tion. 

Taking for granted that the etengard fixed by 
the insurance companies asa whole is correct, 
or nearly so, it world’ be a safe guide for us in 
arriving at our standard; then whatever rates 





are agreed upon, premiums should be required 
to be paid same as under the present system. 
Your committee also suggest that Aartile 11 be 
changed or entirely omitted if not in accordance 
with general ideas. Articles 16 and 17 can be 
changed to suit your views. Article 16 clearly 
defines the status your manager would 
occupy in regard to use or disposition of 
unds. 

Should a guarantor disconnect himself from 
his mill by sale of stock or otherwise, and de- 
sire to be relieved from the guarantee, his suc- 
cessor can be substituted on approval of the 
Board of Trustees. 

With these suggestions and changes to the 
yan submitted ‘ast season, a copy of which is 
1ereto attached, we submit this our report and

French Oil Cake, 


Since 1872 the consumption of cotton cake in 
France has been extending, and it is now large- 
ly used for feeding cattle. In 1880;:the amount 
of cotton cake imported was 446,467 kilos, and 
of cottonseed 21,588,363 kilos, In the sume year 
the quantity of cotton cake exported (almost 
entirely to England) was 2,704,807 kilos. The 
chief supply, both of cake and seed is derived 
from Egypt, Turkey and Italy, very little com- 
ing into France from the United States—about 
1;500 ewt. in 1882. England, on the other hand, 
imports cotton oake chicfly from the United 
States and cottonseed chietiy from Egypt. The 
cottonseed oil, expressed at Marseilles and 
Rouen, is used by painters and varnish makers, 
and in soap making. The extraction of this oil 
on a commercial scale dates from 1860, French 
cotton cakes are generally square, 35x35x05 
centimeters, and weigh 2°4 kilos. There are 
three qualities, says a writer in Annales Agro- 
nomique:: 

1. Cottony Cake, socalled because they contain 
debris of cotton. The Syrian cakes contain 
more cotton than the Catanian. 

2. Brown Cake. Lavantine or Alexandrian 
cakes are made from Egyptian _sced, and are 
free from cotton, 

3. Purified Cake, made at Marseilles and con- 
sisting of the brown cake deprived of a portion 
of the husks by a summary method. 

Cottony Cake has a deep brown color and 
granular fracture, showing fibers of cotton. 
It is chiefly used in the south of France as 
manure. If given to stock, the cotton fibers 
are apt to collect into balls which obstructs the 
intestines. Cottony cake is sometimes adulter- 
ated with earthy matter. 

Brown Cake.—The fresh cake has a greenish 
color which becomes brown with age. The 
fracture shows a large number of hard, black 
fragments of the testaceous covering of the 
seed, It is used solely for feeding stock, in ad- 
mixture with pulped potatoes or mangel, and 
with hay or chaff after maceration 12 hours, It 
is never given to pigs. Cotton cake should 
never be boiled, for it then develops an essential 
oil which animals dislike. 

Purified cake is yellow, sprinkled with numer- 
ous dark spots. Cattle like it better than the 
preceding, and it is excellent for fattening, and 
above all for producing milk, being preferred 
even to rape cake for this purpose.

Cottonseed Products. 


Much has been published affecting cottonseed 
products. There has, however, been one sub- 
ject overlooked regarding its utility as will in 
the near future assume to our mind, an import- 
ance second to none others of its uses. We re- 
fer to the dairy interest which ranks first of all 
agricultural pursuits. While cottonseed cake 
has been used as cattle food in Europe for some 
years, it has only recently been introduced for 
that purpose in this country owing to doubts 
among farmers as to its practicability. On this 
matter we quote from a writer in the Agricul- 
tural Gazette, an English authority on the 
farm: 


I have for many years had a large dairy and 
have taken first prizes for butter. My cows get 
three to four pounds of cotton cake all the 


year. The quantity and quality of 
he the cream butter is so senibly 
increased by cake that if by chance 


the cows are without it for two days it is at 
once known in the dairy. In summer the cake 
is especially valuable, as it “firms’’ the butter. 
Oatmeal and bran give ® quantity of white 
milk; cotton cake gives cream. 

The butter and cheese makers as a class are 
open to approach on the feasibility of using 
cottonseed oil in their respective manufacture. 
It has long been a discussion among dairymen 
as how to get the best results from skim milk 
in the making of cheese. The greatest quantity 
of cheese on the market to-day is of an inferior 
quality due to having no cream, as the cream 
is consumed in the making of butter. We 
know of an enterprising cheese maker who has 
for the past two years been using one-third 
cottonseed oil and two-thirds sweet skim milk 
with the highest results, his make of cheese 
bringing to him a price equal to that of full 
cream article. A leading dairy paper thus 
makes comment and advises the use of cotton- 
geed oil: 
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cal or stirring action of steam. If the steam is 
not introduced so as to keep the charge stirred 
during and after the introduction of the zinc 
and water, any mechanical contrivance may be 
employed for stirring or agitating the charge. 
When this division occurs volatile acids con- 
tained in the fatty substances are set at liberty. 
It can easily be ascertained when they are set at 
liberty by applying to an escapement of steam 
from the digester a strip of litmus-paper, for 
presence of the voltatile acids immediately 
turns that red. A maximum’pressure of about 
one hundred and fifty pounds will suffice for 
dividing fatty substances such as are employed 
in stearine-factories. The division will be 
effected in about four to five hours. 

In soap-factories, where the fatty substances 
employed abound less in concrete acids, the 
division may be effected in about three hours 
at a press of nbout one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds in the digester. After saponification 
has taken place in the digester, blow off the 
contents of the digester into a suitable lead- 
lined tank, and when the water has been com- 
pletely séparated run it into a receptacle for 
subsequent evaporation, and run the fat acids 
into another receptacle for further treatment. 

To sum up, the following are the benefits and 
new results to be derived from the use of this 
“process: first and foremost, the low price of 
metallic zinc almost nullifies the expense, and 
moreover, does away with the inconvenience of 
metallic oxides, which all, in commercial cen- 
ters, contain chlorides and salts, both soluble in 
glycerine, which renders the latter improper for 
manufacturing dynamite. When lime is used 
in the ordinary processes it is partly soluble in 
the glycerine; moreover, it contains chlorides 
and salts soluble in glycerine, thus producing 
impure glycerine, unsuitable without refining, 
for use in manufacturing dynamite. The cal- 
careous soap obtained by the lime process must 
be decomposed by sulphuric acid. The sulphate 
of lime which results from this treatment 
necessitates numerous washings, which are not 
sufficient to eliminate all the fatty acids inter- 
posed, thus a considerable expense, due to the 
use of sulphuric acid, the loss of time, and loss 
of fatty substance incident to the use of the 
lime process, is avoided. By this process time is 
also economized, owing to the fact that the 
the treatment by the digester lasts but about 
one-half the time of any of the ordinary pro- 
cessess. Consequently the same digester is ad- 
apted to do double the work ordinarily per- 
formed in a given time by a digester. Much 
time is also saved by this process, because a 
plain washing with acidulated water will suffice 
to eliminate any particle of zinc which might 
remain in suspension in the fatty acids.. 

@The soap manufacturers generally lose the 
glycerine, which is carried of with the spent lye. 
Those who endeavor to to extract it by a pre- 
liminary saponification in a digester with the 
intervention of metallic oxides not only obtain 
an impure glycerine containing a quantity of 
chlorides and salts, unfitted, without refin- 
ing, for use in manufacturing dynamite, but 
they also obtain a soap the base of which is 
with difficulty displaced by the lye. The soap 
obtained is incomplete and dull in color. By 
this process the manufacturer will, after about 
three hours’ treatment of a cl.arge in a digester 
at a pressure of about one hundred and twenty- 
five pounds, extract eight to nine per cent. of 
practically-pure glycerine. The soap obtained 
will be much more desirable than that obtained 
by the ordinary processes.

The experiment is performed by dropping 
one drop of the oil intu a dry test tube, and 
then a drop of naphtha, and observing whether 
the mixture remains clear or becomes turbid- 
After we add two, then three and more drops 
of naphtha, and can be certain whether a white 
precipitate or a milky turbidity, or even an 
opalescence results from the presence of a 
resin. 

When old oil of anise was used it did not mix 
wth naphtha, but the fresh oil was miscible in 
every proportion. Oil of orange gave a turbid 
mixture; oil of leman, the resin was deposited 
on the side of the test tube; oil of fennel only 
partially dissolves when old; oil of juniper 
forms white lumps; .oil of peppermint becomes 
turbid, while oil of rosemary scarcely mixes at 
all. Fresh oil of turpentine, after standing 
open a week or two, becomes turbid. If alcohol 
is added to the oils the reaction will not take 
Liqueur-Fabrikant. 


Time and again our farmers’ incomes have 
been cut down from one-quarter to one-third 
for the season, simply because they have made 
in the spring, from skim milk, cheese of so 
poet a quality that no one could continue eat- 
ng it until it was consumed; and so aes A poor 
cheese sold has stopped the consumption, in 
whole or in part, and prices have been forced 
down for fine goods, when, if there had been 
no r ones sold, cheese would have been 
quickly eaten and more demanded. It is esti- 
mated that 500,000 poor skim milk cheeses are 
manufactured in this country annually, and 
that each one of these prevents the consuimp- 
tion of three to five good ones, simply by being 
in the way; in other words, if no poor, unpala- 
table cheese of any kind was made, we could 
manufacture one billion pounds of cheese, in- 
stead of four hundred millions, and receive 
higher prices than we have heretofore. It seems 
that science has solved the ae that 
skim milk can now be utilized in making good, 

table, healthful cheese, by adding to each 
00 pounds of milk, one and one-half pounds of 
vegetable oil, by first making an artificial 
cream, then putting it into the mass of milk 
and treating same with rennet, etc., in the 
usual manner. 

Likewise the butter makers in a few sections 


are testing the feasibilty of mixing cottonseed 
oil with cream, and we learn with the best suc- 
cess, as it gives the butter a body and pleasant 
flavor not otherwise obtainable. Its general 
use among dairymen is only a question of the 
near future and the great West will become the 
acknowledged markct for the cottonseed pro- 
ducts.—Erchanye.

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New Process for Extracting Glycerine. 

Anew process for extracting glycerine from 
fatty substances has just been patented in this 
country which is destined to revolutionize the 
glycerine industry. Heretofore the production 
of glycerine has depended entirely upon the 
production of candles, it being a by-product in 
their manufacture, and the demand for candles 
being steadily on the decrease by reason of the 
other illuminating 
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Important Decision. 


Ata council of French refiners recently held 
for the purpose of comparing experiences with 
American and Russian oils, it was decided that 
the former was worth more for refining pur- 
poses at $5 per barrel than Russian oil at a dol- 
Jara barrel. A Philadelphia refiner’ who ob- 
tained three barrels of Russian oil reports that 
it has too much tar in proportion to its illumin- 
ating properties to ever come into serious com- 
petition with the American oil unless the price 
of the latter should advance toa much higher 
figure than now. So long as refiners in America 
or abroad can obtain American oil at less than 
$3 a barrel they will not bother with other oils, 
as it would be a waste of experiments and 
trouble with no compensating returns.— Petro- 
lia Advertiser.

ugents, the production of glycerine it was feared 
would not be sufficient to meet the ever increas- 
ing demand. Chemists have, therefore, for a 
long time been experimenting to profitably ex- 
tract the glycerine from greases used in soap 
making, but heretofore they have met with but 
partial success, as the processes thus far pro- 
posed have had an injurious effect on the 
greases, and it was impossible to produce light 
colored soaps. By the newly patented process 
(patent No. 278,849) the grease is made lighter 
and pure white soap can be produced without 
udditional treatment. Another objection to 
the older processes proposed was the expense 
attendant upon their application, the cost of 
the lime and sulphuric acid used also being ob- 


jectionable. In the new process no lime is used 


and only a very small quantity of sulphuric 
acid, when the stock is to be used tor the man- 
ufacture of candles, but when used for making 
soap no chemicals of any kind are required, 
the principal expens: being the manipula- 
tion, which is trifling compared with the value 
of the product rendered available thereby, the 
cost of separating the giyccrine in a condition of 
purity suitable for all manutacturing and 
technical purposes, being kiss than the present 
cost of producing crude glycerine in the pro- 
cess of candle making. 

This process is based, hrst, on the action 
produced on all tatty neutral substances by 
oxygen and hydrogen when in their primitive 
state; sccond, on the property possessed by 
metallic zine, when in a condition of proper 
division, to decompos: th: water when under 
the influence of heat. 

In carr¥ing out this process the patentee 
takes some pure metallic zine and proceeds as 
follows: In a closed vesselof a digester in- 
troduce a suitable charge of fatty neutral sub- 
stances with about thirty per cent. of its vol- 
ume of water. Now introduce two or three 
thousundths of the weight of fatty substances 
used of pure metallic zine. This zine is pulver- 
ized or reduced by a file into small particles and 
placed in water in a pail or other suitable ves- 
sel. The contents of the vessel are stirred to 
keep the particles of the zinc separated or di- 
vided. The contents of the vessel while under 
the influcnce of the stirring are then intro- 
duced into the digester. They will preferably 
be introduced into the digester insmall quanti- 
ties at u time. They may be advantageously 
introduced through a funnel having its nozzle 
furnished with a cock and located above the 
level of the charge in the digester. As each 
quantity of the zine and water isintroduced a 
sufficient quantity of steam is let into the 
digester to agitate the charge and disseminate 
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The Freshness of Essential Oils, 


Freshly distilled oil of turpentine contains no 
oxidized products, und hence no resinous mat- 
ters, for, owing to their slight volatility, they 
remain behind in the retort; while an oil that 
has been kept in open vessels absorbs oxygen 
from the air, and hence contains a resin. 


Various observations have forced us to the 
view that substances composed of carbon, hy- 
drogen and oxygen mix with other liquids 
that is, mutually dissolve each other more 
casily the similar they are chemically. The ex- 
ceptions to this rule are very few. 

If we apply this rule of the mutual solvent 
power of allied substances to the oil of turpen- 
tine recently distilled, we can predict that, 
being a hydro-carbon, it will dissolve easily in 
other hydrocarbons: and the more readily, the 
more nearly the hydro-carbon series to which 
they belong are related to each other, and the 
lees they differ in the number o« carbon atoms 
in the molecule, 

But how will it be with the old, oxidized, and 
hence resinous oils which contain but a few per 
cent of resin. Such resin differs from the oil, 
C,oH,., in containing one or two atoms more of 
oxygen, and one or two molecules of water, so 
that it is tolerably similar to the pure oil, and 
soluble in it; but it differs cohsiderably from 
other hydro-carbons, especially if they contain 
but little carbon and comparatively more hydro, 
gen in the molecule, and therefore do not 
readily mix with it. ‘This supposition was con- 
firmed by experiment. I selected as a cheap 
reagent the petroleum ether, which boils at 
about 40 C., and is a mixture of pentanes, C,;H,, 





Pyrolein. 


Dr. Don Jaime Arbos y Tor published the re- 
sults of some investigations on the products of 
distillation of fixed oils under certain condi- 
tions, believing that they may prove of value 
in the examination of oils.. When 2 parts of 
glycerine and 1 part of a fixed oil are distilled 
together, both bodies are decomposed. The 
giycerine gives up two molecules of water, and 
the resulting acrolein passes over, forming a 
lower layer in the distillate. The upper layer 
contains pyrolein—an oily, clear fluid having 
an acid reaction. It is insoluble in water, but 
completely soluble in alcohol. When an ex- 
cess of alcohol is added, the solution becomes 
turbid, separating an oil which readily dissolves 
in ether and an excess of pyrolein. The alco- 
holic solution of pyrolein, when treated with 
acetate of lead, has the appearance of an 
emulsion. 
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Pyrolein, obtained by distilling 2 parts of 
glycerine with 1 part of olive oil, has a pene. 
trating odor and a brownish-black color by re: 
flected light. In transmitted light its color ig 
deep red. When exposed to a temperature of 
12.5 deg. C. for 98 hours it begins to crystallize, 
forming small granules which melt at 16.3 deg, 
C. After separating the crystals, the remaining 
liquid portion is dark brown by reflected light 
and red in transmitted light. This oil is soluble 
in asmall quantity of alcohol, forming ared 
solution, which is changed to a straw yellow by 
adding an excess of alcohol; at the same time 
the solution becomes turbid, and separates an 
oil having an intense red color. It is soluble in 
ether and in an excess of pyrolein. 

The alcoholic solution of pyrolein, obtained 
from olive oil, is immediately turned dark 
brown by the addition of ammonia. In % 
hours the mixture separates into two layers, 
the lower one being translucent ard of qa 
golden red color, while the upper one has the 
appearance of a slightly colored turbid oil. It 
remains in this condition for 48 hours. On ad- 
dition of nitric acid the liquid becomes dark; 
after standing for some time, a dark brown 
oily layer begins to form at the surface. At 
the end of 24 hours the lower layer has a rose 
red color, while the upper is black by reflected 
light and deep red by transmitted light. When 
treated with acetate of copper it gives a dirty 
green precipitate, and in one hour the super 
natant liquid appears of a light green color by 
reflected light and dark rose-red by transmitted 
light. 

Dr. Arbos concludes, that an olive oil, giving 
a pyrolein which shows the above reactions, is 
pure. 

When a mixture of 30 parts glycerine, 9 parts 
olive oil and 1 part sesame oil is subjected to dis. 
tillation, it froths very much, and the distillate 
will be found to consist of two layers. The 
lower consists of unchanged glycerine which 
has been colored slightly yellow. The upper 
layer is pyrolein in form of a clear oil, having 
an acid reaction. It is insoluble in water, hasa 
dark red color, and a faint, hardly noticeable 
odor. At 12.5 deg. C, small crystals separate out, 
The remaining liquid is dark green in reflected 
light and dark red in transmitted light. The 
crystals melt at 21.2 deg. C. Thealcoholic solu- 
tion of this pyrolein, when treated with am- 
monia, assumes a yellowish color, and in 4& 
nours a layer of a solid yellow oil forms at the 
surface. With nitric acid it beeomes reddish at 
first, and then darker. At the end of 24 hours, 
the mixture has formed two layers; a light, yel- 
lowish liquid and an oily layer having a dark 
cherry red color in reflected light and scarlet in 
transmitted light. With chloride of platinum it 
becomes turbid, separating after a time, into a 
denser, golden yellow layer and a red one; after 
24 hours the oily layer appears dark cherry red 
in reflected light and scarlet in transmitted 
light. Sulphate of copper produces a dirty 
green precipitate ; at the end of one hour the 
supernatant liquid appears dark reddish brown 
by reflected light and very dark in transmitted 
light. With acetate of lead it becomes very 
turbid, forming a kind ef fatty emuision, which 
assumes a doughy consistency in 24 hours. 

When a mixture of 20 parts glycerine, 10 parts 
olive oil and 1 part cottonseed oil is distilled, the 
distillate forms two layers. The mixture docs 
not froth during distillation. The pyrolein ob- 
tained in this case has an acid reaction, a red- 
dish color and a peculiar odor, which is very 
penetrating, especially during the distillation. 
Exposed to a temperature of 12.5 deg. C. for & 
hours, small crystalline grains are separated, 
melting at 25 deg. C. The alcohol solution of 
this pyrolein, treated with ammonia, assumes a 
dark brown color, which is changed to golden 
yellow in 24 hours, with a very small oily layer, 
of the same color, floating on the surface. By 
nitric acid the solution is turned dark, anda 
blackish, oily layer forms on the surface. After 
24 hours the fluid becomes yellowish, and the 
oil has a clear, carmine color in reflected light, 
and a scarlet color in transmitted light. With 
chloride of platinum it immediately becomes 
turbid and separates into two layers, the lower 
being golden yellow, the upper yellowish 
brown. In 24 hours the whole becomes clear, 
and appears light red in transmitted light. Sul- 
phate of copper forms a dirty green precipi- 
tate. In one hour the fluid appears greenish in 
reflected light and olive brown in transmitted 
light.

PAINT MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, July 10, 1883. 

There has been no improvement in trade dur- 
ing the week under review, in fact the move- 
ment of goods has been rather smaller than 
during the week preceding. After this week 
some little improvement in trade may be looked 
for but no activity need be expected for a 
couple of months, There are no changes in 
values of consequence, the market remaining 
steady at last week’s quotations. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has been stagnant, there having been 
no sales the past week except, perhaps, a few 
small jobbing parcels. There have been no 
buyers in the market but as an improvement 
usually sets in about the middle of July dealers 
look hopefully for an increased demand. Com- 
mon is quoted at 4.40c and refined at 4.45c, at 
which figures the market may be said to be 
firm, as dealers refuse to make even slight con- 
cessions in order to effect sales. 

White lead in oil has been rather quiet the 
past week although the past two days has shown 
aslight improvement. No large trading is now 
looked for until fall, and corroders claim that 
at the present market rates it is better to sell a 
small than a large quantity. We still quote City 
at 6c as bottom with most of the corroders re- 
fusing to entertain offers under 644c. We hear 
of no Western offering here under 6c, although 
the prices at which lead is quoted in some of 
the Western cities has led to the expectation of 
lower offers here. Dry lead is quoted at 54@ 
55¢c, with sales reported at both figures. Western 
is also offered at 54%c, but we hear of no int- 
portant sales. English is in moderate request 
and steady. We note sales of 10 tons B B at 9c. 

American oxide of zine has been in fair re- 
quest considering the general dullness of the 
paint trade, but the sales have been mostly in 
small quantities. Prices have undergone no 
change, but are moderately firm on the basis of 
4c for best American dry. French zines have 
received rather more attention since the re- 
duction in price announced last week, and we 
note sales of 160 bbls Paris RS at 634@6léc, and 
25 bbls Antwerp RS at 64c.

The Varnish Trade. 


The importance of varnish to external deco- 
ration in the way of heightening the beauty of 
hardwoods and affording protection as well as 
a lustrous brilliancy to various surfaces, how- 
ever ancient in the far East, is somewhat 
modern in Europe, dating back in England to 
the latter part of the last century. For fine 
furniture, for the inlaid woods or vencers of 
railroad cars, for the exterior garnishing of 
these, for coach bodies, varnishes are at once a 
necessity and a luxury. Among their uses is 
the protection of burnished brass and iron 
work. The basis of a good proportion of varn- 
ishes is gum copal, whichis found buried in the 
earth in the sand hills of the eastern shores of 
Africa, opposite Zanzibar, in the interior of that 
continent and on the coast of Guinea, and 
which comes to us also from Australia, New 
Zealand and India, The cheaper grades of 
varnish form the basis of the bulk of transac- 
tions, but owing to the progress of manipula- 
tive and chemical skill varnishes are now 
turned out of a grade formerly only obtainable 
by the best quality of the gum copal of com- 
merce. The greater portion of the gums used 
by our manufacturers are received direct from 
the countries of production. We may here 
mention incidentally that the supplies of the 
better grades of turpentine have shifted from 
North Carolina to Georgia and Florida, owing 
to their better class of white pine leaf trees. 
No little enterprise has been expended in 
bringing the American manufacture and trade 
in varnishes up to its present satisfactory posi- 
tion. Improvements in makes are continually 
taking place. It is only within the past ten 
years that our finer grades of varnish have 
coped with those of England. At the outset 
varnishes were made in the shops where used, 
these being followed by factories. The varn- 
ishes made in early times were exclusively of 
coarse varieties, unsuited to impart the requi- 
site luster to coaches, pianos and fine furniture. 
This state of dependency on foreign supplics 
for higher grades stimulated enterprise. Ves- 
sels hailing from this city and Boston in the 
India and African trades brought back varnish 
gums asa portion of their return cargo; the 
processes so jealously guarded abroad were 
sought out, makers availing themselves of the 
knowledge of foreign workmen, as well as of 
their own tentative experiments. American 
varnishes by leading makers now rank well 
with those produced abroad, and much of the 
export trade carried on is due to the admirable 
flowing qualities of these varnishes, covering 
the body most completely and enabling work to 
be done with great expedition. 

Out of less than a hundred varnish makers in 
this country, some seven or eight houses divide 
among themselves the cream of the trade. In 
addition to Commanding the requisite skill, 
they owe their position to the vast capital in- 
vested in costly appliances, in their ability to 
buy large quantities of material at once and at 
the most favorable moments so as to secure 
uniformity, and their power to let'a portion of 
their means lie idle in the aging of the varnish, 
which extends from six to eight montbs,

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Varnishes should have all the qualities of glass, 
so transparent as to bring olit the full luster of 
surface without any indication ot distinct color 
oftheir own: Fora varnish to be really good, 
it should be limpid, brilliant, transparent and 
durable, the latter being the greatest and rarest 
excellence. In the high grade varnishes learned 
and experienced chemical skill is required in 
melting the gum and in determining the 
moment of blending the oil and gum and their 
right proportions, as well asin testing the period 
of. ripening and settling. 

The most active season of the trade extends 
from August to November, and from the middle 
of January to the middle of June. The cheaper 
grades of varnish, in which consists the bulk of 
the sales, are now a little lower. The oil market 
is steady, and there is no likelyhood of any 
great change. This is the season when tur- 
pentine is low, the new crop coming in, This 
crop is expected to be unusually large, as the 
high prices which have ruled for two years led 
last winter to preparations for larger pro- 
duction, new parties entering into the business. 
Gums are firmly maintained. It is to be ob- 
served of copal that, nothwithstanding the 
remoteness of the sources of supplies, it is not 
subject to any sudden, unforewarned fluctua- 
tions.— Bradstreet’s.

An English Varnish Works. 


A recent number of the British Mail contains 
an extended description of the vnrnish works 
of Messrs. Mander Brothers, from which we 
make afew interesting excerpts: 

Mesars. Mander Brothers. of Wolverhampton, 
London, Paris, Vienna and Berlin, are amongst 
the largest and oldest manufacturers in the 
varnish, paint and color trade, not only in Eng- 
land, but also, we imagine, in the world. Es- 
tablished as far back as in 1908 by the great 
grandfather of the head of the present firm, the 
business has increased until at the present date 
the greater portion of John street, Wolver- 
hampton, in the center of the town, is occupied 
on either side by the premises belonging to the 
firm, the present partners having, indeed, quite 
lately expended a large sum in the acquisition 
of additional ground upon which to carry out 
their operations. So extensive, also, has the 
manufacture of their specialties become that a 
system of underground steam communication 
has been found necessary from the portions of 
the premises which are divided by the street, 

Varnish, it appears, like wine requires to be 
kept to render it perfect of its kind, and the va- 
rious descriptions are retained in these enor- 
mous tanks for periods ranging, say, from six 
months to two years, according to the quality 
which may be required, thus rendering an ex- 
tensive area of tank accommodation indispens- 
able, and involving incidentally, but by no 
means less necessarily, the employment ofa 
large amount of capital in the manufactory of 
any considerable magnitude. Here again, as 
with every industry in the commercial world, 
capita! will tell; and the smaller manufacturer 
being obliged to sell his manufactures whilst 
almost.or comparatively new, can hardly hope 
suceessfully to compete with the capitalist who 
can afford fully to mature his article. 

Mesers. Mander Brothers, from the magnitude 
of their trade operations, have to purchase an- 
nually immense quantities of gums from India, 
Australasia and Africa; turpentine from the 
Southern States of America, and oils expressed 
from the Baltic linseed. 

Mesers. Mander Brothers have acquired alsoa 
name for almost numberless specialties in their 
trade. Upon the occasion of our visit a sight 
of the array of samples of varnishes manufac- 
tured by this firm, was, in itself, a curious ex- 
pertence. Who, for instance, would imagine 
thatthe makers of black pins would require a 
special varnish tothemselves? To the ordinary 
public, a varnish is a varnishand nothing more, 
but when one sces row upon row of little 
phials of varnish, each appropriated in its turn 
to some peculiar want—for tea and coffee 
trays or other japanned goods, for iron bed- 
steads, for maps, for violing and other wooden 
musical instruments, for pianos, for photo- 
ataphic purposes, for sewing machines, for 
lithographers, for children's toys, and even for 
coffins, with a multitude of other require- 
ments, we may well realize that the ingenuity 
of the firm must be continually pretty consid-

Glycerine Soap. 

Our readers are aware that we possess a large 
number of receipts for making so-called glyce- 
rine transparent soaps, which as a rule contain 
no glycerine save that derived from the fat 
usedin the manufacture. A glycerine soap 
should contain at least 10 per cent of glycerine. 
As the latter is very beneficial to the skin, some 
manufacturers will probably be anxious to 
make a soap which really deserves the name. 

This induces me to publish a method used in 
making glycerine soap which has a large dc- 
mand in North Germany. The product is very 
fine, and agreeable tothe skin. For coloring it, 
a few grammes of uranium orange may be used. 

The recipe is as follows:

The tale is stirred into the oil; as soon as the 
latter is cooled to 45 deg. C., the lye is added; the 
remainder of the process is the same as in mak- 
ing ordinary cocoanut oil soap. This soap is cut 
into bars weighing 4% and 1 Ib, wrapped into 
white paper and packed in tin foil. -Sifenfab- 
Ticant.

Vegetable Oils. 

The demand for linseed oil has been good for 
the season and the lower prices reported the 
past week have sent many inquiries into the 
market,. The sales are mostly of moderate 
quantities, although most of the crushers re- 





port a fair sprinkling of larger orders. 
The situation is not altogether  satis- 
factory as_ the price of seed has 


beenfadvancing at Chicago while the market 
for oil has weakened. The general market may 
be called steady at 55c for moderate quantities, 
buta liberal buyer can readily supply his wants 
at 54c. Western is offered at 53c, but we hear of 
no sales, and although this is the lowest figure 
named it would probably be shaded if a decided 
offer was made. Calcutta ig only.in light re- 
quest but is obtainable at lower figures, sup- 
plies being obtainble at 57@58c. 

The market for crude cottonseed oil has been 
without features of interest.’ Thé offerings 
have net been large; there have been no buyers 
willing to pay the prices quoted. . The only 
transactions reported were of small jobbing 
parcels which were believed@'to be at about pre- 
vious ions. Prime is quoted at aj}¢c by 
holders, but it would be difficult to place any 
col ble quantity even at a little lower 
figure!” Off grafes are relatively lower. 
Summer yellow cottonseed oil hasbeen very 
quiet, about the only business doing being in 
small jobbing lots. The offers to sell have been 
free, but there was an absence of buyers and 
it was useless to attempt to press supplies on an 
unwilling market. For fine cooking grades 
there is a g00d jobbing demand and for these 
50@52c is realized. The most noticeable weak- 
ness at present is on the off grades, which do 
not appear to be wanted and these are also 
rather pressing. At Memphis and New Orleans 
the situation appears to be unchanged with the 
markets somewhat nominal at 45@47qfor prime, 

There appears to be a moderate movement of 
cottonseed soap stock, but the demand for 
large lots is not brisk owing to the lower range 
of other greases. There is no change in values, 
which may be called steady at 244@2'¢c, accord- 

ng to quality and quantity.

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Prime city lard oil has again dropped toa 
lower figure. Supplics are now offered at 75@ 
8c, according to brand and quantity. There is 
a fair business doing for the season, but buyers 
are taking only such quantities as are required 
for current use. There is no disposition to buy 
in large lots even when concessions are offered, 
which under the present condition of the mar- 
ket are obtainable. Owing to the dullness in 
the markets abroad there is very little demand 
for export, although the present prices would 
admit of fair shipments under other circum- 
stances. For prime winter oil 90c is asked, but 
there is little call. The lower grades are in 
moderate request and are steadier as to price 
than prime, owing to their smaller supply. 

Menhaden oil still comes in rather slowly and 
the lots coming forward are readily placed at 
fair figures. We note a sale of about 50 bbis 
choice light oil at 42¢c and another lot ot fair av- 
erage quality at 35c, which fairly represents the 
market values. The feeling shows little im- 
provement as tothe quality of the fish secured, 
but the quantities taken are fully up to those 
taken in previous years and considerably in ex- 
ceas of those taken at the corresponding season 
last year. Strained and bleached are in light 
request and are somewhat easier. 

Bank and Straits oils are offered somewhat 
lower, the former at 41@42c and the latter at 43 
@Adc, but there is very little doing and when 
purchasers enter the market it is only for small 
parcels to carry them along until prices settle 
down to a lower level. 

Cod oil is again lower, sales having been made 
the past week at 46@A8c,. There isa rather 
weak feeling, duc more to the lack of demand 
than anything else. Only small lots are called 
for, but the lower prices now quoted may prove 
a temptation. 

Refined sperm oil bas been slow of sale,doubt- 
less owing to the lower prices quoted on other 
oils, and now that the market for crude at New 
Bedford is a little easier, dealers have modified 
their quotations. We quote natural winter at 
$1 18@$1 20, bleached winter $1 23@$1 25, natural 
spring $1 15@$1 17, and bleached spring $1 20@ 
$122. The supply of crude at New Bedford is 
now reported at 14,500 bbls. 

Whale oil is also off a little but the business 
doing is very light, notwithstanding that the 
position of the oil is considered favorable to 
holders. The supply of crude at New Bedford 
is given at 4,100 bbls, all of which will probably 
be required even with a light trade. We 
quote natural winter at 61@61%éc, bleached 
winter 62@63c, extra bleached northern 67@68e, 
extra bleached southern 65@66e, natural spring 
59@s0c, and bleached spring 61@62c.,

‘Some 
twenty wells have been producing on an ave- 
rage two barrels per day for some years. 
but they were only drilled to a depth 
of five hundred feet. The Rice _ well, 
brought in in 1862, has been flowing ten barrels 
per day uninterruptedly since that time. Seven 
other wells which have been drilled 1,500 feet 
are producing from ten to fifteen barrels per 
day, The third sand is found in valleys ata 
depth of 1,500 feet and 2,000 feet on the hills. 
Lands are being leased rapidly at one-eighth 
royalty. Mr. Bundred, of Oil City, has 5,000 
acres, and Mr. Hulings, of the same place, 
10,060. The territory thus far developed is one 
mile wide and forty in length.”’ 

The annual session of the American Flint- 
Glass Workers’ Tnion of the United States and 
Canada met oh Monday at Cambridge. The 
union now consists of about 3,000 members. The 
meetings were secret, but it is understood that 
the special object of the meeting was to decide 
certain vexed questions of wages that have 
long been perplexing the Eastern and Western 
branches of the organization.

Last Wednesday was Independence Day. 
With the opening of the exchanges on Thurs- 
day morning the “ bear” clique returned con- 
fidgat, and to a certain extent reinforced from 
the ranks of minor and hesitating “ bull.” The 
market opened at $1 14% bid, and $1 14% asked; 
subsequently a few ‘unimportant sales were 
made at $1 1444@$1 1434. Then, those inter- 
eated in lower values, by a united effort broke 
prices to $1144 and $1 1134, and at one timea 
serious state of affairs was imminent. Later in 
the dey a semi-panic was averted by the efforts 
of the very following that precipitated the 
early decline. The profits of the morning had 
been gathered in; the “short” sales of Tues- 
days had been covered, and an upward track 
wasdeemed advisable by the majority of oper- 
ators; $1 1314 was paid shortly before the close 
but the final figures were$1 12%@$1 12%. The 
severe storm of Tuesday night was dis- 
astrous to tanks. Number 110 at Oil City, and 
number 1,422 at Tona, about 60,000 barrels were 
destroyed, which involved an assessment on 
the part of the United Pipe Line companies of 
201% per thousand bbls on outstanding cer- 


tificates. 
There was an interesting and fairly exciting 


market on Friday. The irregularity so notice- 

able the evening before was even more pro- 
nounced during the early hours, and prices 
rapidly fell to $1 10%. In the afternoon a buoy- 
ant feeling ‘asserted itself; Ifberal”*long” ac- 
counts were opened, and amid noige and din 
values were forced upto $1 1434, and this price 
represented the market at the close, Transac- 
tions that day were larger, aggregating 4,812,000 
bbls at the New York Exchange and 2,957,000 
at the Consolidated Exchange. There was no 
no important news from the oil fields, and, in- 
deed, no operator seemed to care forit. The 
tide, to many minds, had changed; higher 
prices were confidently predicted; $1 25 
were to be the figures; so a num- 
ber of the “bull” clique said. They 
pointed to the fact that the Dutch Oil Co.’s 
well, No. 2, was filled up 200 feet with a showing 
for only a small well; that Balltown wells Nos. 
4and5, would not be opened this week; and, 
furthermore, a natural] reaction upward after 
the recent depression and uncertainty, was to be 
expected. Saturday, however, was ushered in 
mildly and quite nervously; there was a mani- 
fest hesitation on the part of the sanguine 
spirits of the preceding day. There was an 
early break to $1.13 with a rally during the noon 
hour to $1.15; quick turns were the order of the 
day, and yet the summing up was quite credita- 
ble and fairly profitable to believers in higher 
oil. At the two exchanges 9,155,000 bar- 
rels changed hands. Advices early in 
the day from Ohio said that new territory 
has been discovered in the Duck Creek region; 
the effect, however, was ephemeral and with- 
out material influence. Other advices said 
that the wells in the Cooper and Ballstown 
districts showed a decreased production for the 
week,

Our Ol] Region Report. 


BRADFORD, July 10, 1883. 

The majority of the trade. in this part of the 
world leans to the side of lower prices, which 
may be one of the encouraging features for 
the opposite party. Whenever the whole gang, 
or at least that portion of it which is compeled 
to follow in the track of the leaders, leans 
heavily to one side of the ship. there occurs a 
: depression, of course, but this is always fol- 
lowed by a violent reaction, and the rush in the 
other direction is still greater, But the decline 
which set in about a week ago and has continu- 
ed daily until Saturday, has become so 
thoroughly a ruling passion of the business 
that there were very few to be found willing to 
chance a cent on a turn of the tide. Fora 
month or two past, while the daily pipe runs 
exceeded the shipments several thousand bar- 
rels,, and the Forest County sectiom exhibited 
occasional symptoms of alarms, nearly every- 
body had horns on, and some of them of great 
length. The narket was thon wandering from 
the region of $113 to $125. Now it isstrug- 
gling to keep itself above $1 13, and has lost 
nearly all of its friends—and why? Because it 
is presumed the pipe runs haye fallen below 
the shipments several thousand barrels a day, 
ani there has transpired a decline of twelve or 
thirteen cents. This may be a good and valid 
reason, and then again it may not. This last 
wrinkle in the pipe line horn renders a rather 
peculiar odor, and the question arises 
“Why thusly?” Well the truth is, as heretofore 
stated by the REPORTER,that during the months 
of April, May and June a strong effort was 
made by the pipe lines to obtain possession of 
all the etocks at the wells, and it is quite evi- 
dent they have succeeded in so doing toa fa- 
vorable degree. To such an extent was this 
work conducted that connectinns were made to 
the small (25 and 50 bbl) receiving tanks, and 
their contents removed to the dregs. This state 
of things could not always continue, and the 
results, so far this month, point to this as a cold 
fact. The surplus oil which aided in making 
the large runs is gone, and we shall be left here- 
after with but little more than the actual pro- 
duction to supply the trade. 

In view of this operations will be pushed 
upon the greater portions of all the territory 
remaining to be drilled. Bradford is doing her 
share and ever extending her domain a little.

OIL INTELLIGENCE, 

Of late considerable space has been devoted 
by the press of the country, especially of the 
Eastern States, to the subject of petroleum. 
The old adage that one must dapart from home 
to learn of what is there transpiring, applies 
with full force in this case. Some facts (?) are 
related that cven the oldest inhabitant of the 
oil country never dreamed of. The manner in 
which this great subject is treated lays Mark 
Twain, Eli Perkins and the whole tribe of hu- 
merous tale tellers out so flat that they appear 
as dummies, and their writingsas truthful trash 
of the most alarming type. The latest is from 
the Boston $Traveler. This intelligent (?) speci- 
men is rendered in this fashion—in part: 

“In endeavorihg to extend the limits of pro- 
ducing territory in Forest county 286 wells 
have been drilled, all of which were failures. 
As was shown in a recent able and exhaustive 
article in the Century magazine on the oil 
tracts. If the production is to be kept up to 
the standard of consumption, oil operators 
will have to seck what is known as small well 
districts in Nona, Sheffield and Glade counties, 
where te average size of the wells is from 4 to 
6 barrels per day.”’ 

Now the fact that the ‘Cooper District,Penn” 
has been the “chief seat of production” is a 
circumstance that statisticians of the oil re- 
giOns should hasten to chronicle and inform 
the trade of. Out of 60,000 barrels a day for the 
entire region, the Cooper District has yielded in 
its most promising days between 4000 and 5000 
bbis. $0 much for this ‘item. Here goes for 
another, read it: 

“Every oil field in the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
region; with the exception of Warren and For- 
est, have long been on the decline, and now 
these two districts give proof ot exhaustion, 
both with regard to production and new terri- 
tory for future drilling. In the Cooper district, 
Pennsylvania, which for six months has been 
the chief seat of production, thereare now only 
16 rigs golng up and 13 wells drilling, showing

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Alkaloids and Bitter Principles. 


Andromedotoxine, the poisonous constituent 
of andromeda japonica an Ericacea, which 1s 
often found in Japan, is principally contained 
in the leaves. According to P. C. Plugge it is 

, Prepared by evaporating the aqueous extract 
of the leaves on a water bath, then precipita- 
ting successively with neutral and basic acetate 
of lead; the lead is removed from the perfectly 
coloPiess filtrate by means of sulphuretted 
hydrogen or sulphate of sodium. The filtrate is 
then evaporated in vacuo. The remaining acid 
liquid, is shaken out with chloroform, after 
evaporating the latter, and allowing the andro- 
medotoxine to stand for some time over sul- 
Phuric acid, it solidifies in almost colorless 
scales. 

According to E. Bosetti, the officinal vera- 
trine consists of two isomeric alkaloids, having 
the formula : C3z3H4)NO,, one of which is crystal- 
izable and insoluble in water: crystalline vera- 
tine ; the other is not crystallizable, but soluble 
in water: veratridine. Comparatively small 
quantities of the former alkaloid are sufficient 
to render the latter insoluble in water; on the 
the other hand, a small quantity of the latter 
will prevent the crystallization of the former. 
It is therefore impossible to separate the crystai~ 
line base from commercial veratine by crystal- 
lizing from solvents, or to extract the soluble 
base by means of water. By boiling crystal- 
lized veratrine (cevadine) with alcoholic solution 
of baryta, it is decomposed into angelic acidand 
amorphous cevidine: C3,;H,NO, plus 2H,0= 
CsH,O, plus C2;H,y,;NO,. Veratridine is split 
up into veratric acid and an amorphous base» 
veratroin: C;;H»2N20;. according to the form- 
ula: 2Cs,H,,NO, plus 4H,0 = CoH 90, plus Css 
HyaN20;. plus 2H,0. By continued contact 
with water, or by heating its aqueous solution 
for a short time to 100deg. C, veratridine is first 
converted into veratrate of veratroine: Css;Ho9 
N30,¢. CyH00, plus 2H,0, which is further de- 
composed by the addition of dilute acid to vera- 
tric acid and veratroine. 


For the preparation of 'laserpitin, the bitter 
principle of laserpitium latifolium (gentian), R. 
Kuelz repeatedly extracts the roots with warm 
petroleum ether; the filtered extracts are freed 
from the greater part of the solvent by distilla- 
tion, and the remaining, reddish brown liquid 
is allowed to crystallize by spontaneous evap- 
oration in shallow vessels. After 12 to 23 hours 
the whole mass generally solidifies to a crystal- 
line magma, which is freed from the resinous 
mother liquor by washing with cold petroleum 
ether. The yellowish white crystalline residue 
can then readily be obtained in large, colorless 
crystals, belonging to the monoclinic system, 
by recrystallizing from boiling petroleum ether. 
The product is generally equal to about 1.5 per 
cent of root treated. 


Laserpitin melts at 118 deg., is insoluble in 
water and dilute acids, readily soluble in chlo- 
roform and ether, difficultly soluble in alcohol 
and petroleum ether. Its formula is CysHa30,. 
It gives a number of saline compounds and 
products of decomposition.

Colocynthine can only be advantageously 
prepared from the fresh fruit. G. Henke found 
that the fruit (bitter apples), as it occurs in com- 
merce gives only 0.6 per cent colocynthine, 

Quinine chloride, according to the new Ger- 
man pharmacopeeia, should show no yellow 
coloration with chlorine water, in five minutes. 
Hager shows, inthe ““Pharmacecutische Central- 
halle,”’ 1883, p,.167, that a concentrated solution 
of quinine in chlorine water 1s always yellow; 
on diluting with chlorine water, it becomes 
almost colorless. To test quinine for morphine 
and strychnine it is covered at the ordinary 
temperature with hydrochloric acid—specitic 
gravity 1.18. Quinine chloride dissolves with- 
out coloration, foreign alkaloids give a ycllow 
to yellowish-red color, especially on heating. 

According to A. W. Hofmann, the acetyl 
compound obtained from piperidine with 
acetic anhydrite when gently heated with 2 
molecules of bromine, heats itself, a colorless 
liquid distils over with the evolution of copious 
streams of hydrobromic acid, and a syrupy 
residue remains in the retort. The distillate 
obtained boiled between 80 deg. to 200 deg. C., 
and proved to be a mixture of acetylbromide 
and its bromine substitution products, in which 
much dydrobromic acid was still dissolved. The 
fraction distilling at 150 deg. on mixing with 
watergave considerable quantities of broma- 
cetic acid, melting at 53 deg. C. and boiling at 
208 deg. C. The syrupy residue in the retort is 
a mixture of bromhydrates. 
liberated with alkali and driven off with steam, 
an alkaline, aqueous distillate is obtained which 
smells strongly of pyridine and floats on a 
basic oily layer containing crystals. 

Similar crystals were also found in the cooler. 
After pressing and repeatedly crystallizing 
from alcohol, these crystals showed a constant 
melting point at 112 deg. C., and were found 
identical with the dibrompyridine, previously 
obtained from pyridine. By potassium hydrate 
Pyridine is obtained from the aqueous distillate 
which, with hydriodic acid, gives quintane.

Specific Gravity of Concentrated Sul-

Kestner, Naef collected a quantity of this acid 
at the works, and found that it contains only 
traces of iron, but considerable amount of sele- 
nium and lead sulphate. 

According to papers which have just been 
published by G. E. Davis, Hewitt and Watson 
(Jour. Soc. Chem. Ind., 1883, p. 158) considerable 
quantities of selenium have also been observed 
in English sulphuric acid, particularly in that 
made from Norwegian pyrites, and even in hy- 
drochloric acid.—Chem. Ind., May, 1883. 





efficient of expansion for sulphuric acid, as de- 
termined by him, does not differ, as we have 
stated, from the results, which we obtained, in 
conformity with those of other observers. 
Kohlrausch, as is perfectly correct, when con- 
sidering the matter from a strictly physical 
point of view, understood it to be the percent- 
age coefficient of expansion, while-we intended 
it forthe absolute change of density which 
must be divided by thespecific gravity,in order 
to obtain the percentage coefficient. The figure 
given by us is much more convenient for gen- 
eral use than the percentage coefficient; that we 
designated it as coefficient of,expansion is in 
accordance with general usage, but decidedly 
inaccurate, and hence the misunderstanding. 

Our coefficient, 0.0010 divided by 1.84, gives 
9.000545, which perfectly agrees with that given 
by Kohlrausch—0.00055. In consequence of this 
misunderstanding on my part, the column? 
“Deduced According to Kohlrausch’s Coeffi- 
cient” is to be omitted. The other column “De- 
duced According to our own Coefficient” is cor- 
rect, giving, as has been shown in our paper, 
far greater uniformity with our results. 

Kohlrausch has also explained to me, the use 
of Bineau's table for his method of sulphuric 
acid analysis. which I did not understand. By 
the addition of weighed quantities of water, he 
obtained acids of 50 per cent, the value of which 
he could read from Bineau’'s tables, by their 
specific gravity. This, of .course, explains to 
me his method, but it does not remove the ob- 
jection, that it does not offer sufficient accuracy 
to the chemist, for its results depend altogether 
on the correctness of values, which were for- 
merly determined, by imperfect analytical 
methods. They could not therefore render the 
labors of Naef and myself unnecessary,in which 
repeated chemical analyses, according to the 
best known methods were made for each case. 

It is very agreeable, that our results neverthe- 
less, agree much, closer with those obtained by 
the two physicists, F. and W. Kohlrausch, than 
those which could possible have been obtained 
by former observers (e. g. Kolb and Bineau( 
with the methods they employed. There re- 
mains one essential difference ; according to W. 
Kohlrausch the specific gravity again increases 
from 99% per cent, while according to F. Kohl- 
rausch, Schertel and ourselves, it continues to 
decrease up to 100 per cent. In this case, as 
well as in other slight deviations, Naef and my- 
self may claim, in consequence of our repeated 
chemical analyses, and our exact physical de- 
terminations, which are accurate to 0.0001, that 
our results furnish the more correct values. 

Secondly, Scheurer - Kestner, informed me, 
that the chamber acid from Ueticon, made from 
pyrites from Sain-Bel near Lyons, (p. 41), does 
not owe its red color to suspended oxide of 
iron, but to selenium. This was my opinion, 
the first time I saw this acid, several years ago, 
and I called,the attention ot the chemist at the 
works to this fact. 

He soon reported that the red color was not 
due to selenium, but exclusively to iron oxide 
(dust from the Maletra furnaces); upon this I 
based my statement in our paper. The 
quantity of the red body is too small to be 
estimated in the small quantities used in our 
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New Process of Saponification, with 
Recovery of the Chemicals Used. 


This process consists in heating fatty bodies, 
fat, oil, factory waste, &c., mixed with a proper 
proportion of dolomite, previously freed from 
carbonic acid, thereby converting it into oxide 
of magnesia and calcium, in an autoclave or 
similar apparatus. The proportion of these 
two bases vary according to the temperature to 


be employed; saponification may be effected at 
100 deg. in not more than a few hours. Glycer- 
ine is formed, and the fatty acids unite with the 
two bases, to form double soaps of magnesium 
and calcium. 

As soon as the saponification is complete the 
autoclave is emptied into a large wooden vat 
lined with lead; the glycerine is then removed 
by washing and decantation with hot or cold 
water. By evaporation the glycerine is obtain- 
ed perfectly pure. The soap in the vat is then 
immediately decomposed by dilute hydrochloric 
acid, with the aid of heat; chlorides of magne- 
sium and calcium and fatty acids are formed, 
the latter forming a layer on the surface of the 


liquid. 

The fatty acids are easily washed by the usual 
methods; the chlorides of magnesium and cake 
cium are run into a lead-lined, rectangular 
wooden vessel, which is provided with a coil of 
steam pipe. The solution is concentrated and 
gradually heated to 210 deg.C. At 100 deg. the 
chloride of magnesium is decomposed; the hy- 
drochloric acid is passed through an earthen- 
ware condenser, and the magnesia is precipi- 
tated. Toward the end of the operation steam is 
introduced into the mass to aid the decomposi- 
tion of the magnesium chloride. After the last 
of this salt is decomposed a current of carbonic 
acid gas, prepared from the dolomite, which 
originally furnished the oxides of magnesium 
and calcium, by the action gf carbonic acid 
the magnesium is converted into the soluble 
bicarbonate, which reacts on the chloride of 
calcium, converting it into chalk, while the 
hydrochloric acid combines with the magnesia to 
form chloride of magnesium. When the chlor- 
ide of calcium is entirely docomposed the cur- 
rent of carbonic acid is stopped; the tempera- 
ture is then raised to decompose the last traces 
of chloride of magnesium. After this the pro- 
cess is repeated exactly as above described.—

TRADE REPORTS. 


Under dateof June Messrs. Evans, 


Sons & Co., says: 

No material change is noticeable in business 
during the past month. The condition of trade 
in England is on the whole satisfactory, but 
both on the drug and chemical markets prices 
seem, with very few axceptions, to show a 
slightly weaker tone. 

Aloes—Cape scarce and dear. Balsams—Can- 
ada still scarce dear. Copaiba—There have been 
several arrivals from the Brazils, but price re- 
main unchanged. Barks—Cinchona, the recent 
auctions of bark, both East indies and South 
America, went off steadily at about former 
values. Simaruba—Reported dearer on the Con- 
tinent. Beans—Calabar, the value has fallen to 
a very low point. Tonquin—Large American 
demand has forced these to a much higher 
price. Cantharides—We hear from the Conti- 
nent that these may be dearer, stocks in first 
hands being exhausted. Chirata—Arriving in 
great abundance, and lower quotations conse- 
quently rule. Galls rather easier in value. 

Gums.—Acacia—Stocks are not large, and 
any considerable demand would induce still 
higher quotations. Shellac—Business in this 
great East India staple, although far from ac- 
tive, wears a mure cheerful appearance. 
Tragacanth—Large supplies of all qualities, 
especially of the Syrian or Bagdad growths, 
which seem to be supplanting the old-fashioned 
Turkey and Smyrna article. Leaves—Cocoa in 
fair demand, and fine quality is scarce. Sen- 
na—Alexandria—This is now coming on our 
market in fine quality, at lower prices. Musk 
—Tonquin—-This is coming over in more 
abundance, but high prices are so far main- 
tained. Oils—Essential—Lemon remains cheap 
at present. Neroli—Excessive prices reach us 
as having been paid for new of superfine 
quality. Oils—Expressed—Almond firm. Cas- 
tor, E. I.—Stocks are still large and prices un- 
changed. From Calcutta it is reported that an 
advance has taken place, and supplies of seed 
are'small. Cod Liver—The Finmarken fisheries 
on the extreme north of Norway turning 
out equally bad, prices for finest oil next win- 
ter must go even above present high quota- 
tions. New from Newfoundland may be ex- 
pected early in August. Result of fisheries 
there not yet known. Many parcels of old 
Newfoundland offering are much adulterated. 
Olive—Italian advices continue to report higher 
prices. Opium--All reports concur in saying 
that the crop is progressing favorably and 
promises this year to be an unusually large one. 
Although probably prices will be below the 
average, they are not yet fixed, but the best of 
last year’s in good condition is now being 
offered at a very low figure. Roots—Curcuma 
much higher. Ginger—All descriptions of East 
Indian, Cochin and African are dearer. 


Seeds—Canary lower. Cardamoms firm. Styrax 
—This is scarce everywhere and dear. Acids— 
Citric and tartaric still remain cheap. Camphor 
- ‘This article has had a constantly receding 
tendency, owing to the large imports and large 
stocks in Europe. It is now at a low price. 
Glycerine—Steady and more likely to go up 
than down. Iodine—The new process in Chili 
producing it in enormous quantities, prices even 
under the present very low quotations would 
not surprise us; on the other hand, combination 
amongst makers might cause and advance, 
Quicksilver—The lowest price ever reached has 
been touched. Quinine—We confirm what we 
stated in our recent reports for May and June; 
we are, at present, in an upward movement, 
and perhaps a slightly higher figure may be 
reached, but the stocks of bark are such that we 
anticipate before long a re-action downwards. 
Salicine and santonine—Neglected and both 
rather lower.

TUESDAY EVENING, July 10, 1883. 
Business has shown no improvement during 
the past week, there being no article in the 
whole list of dye wares that has been dealt in 
even to a modcrate extent ina large way. In 
a small jobbing way there is the usual steady 





summer’s demand, which, however, amounts | 


to but little, and has no effect in any way. 
Prices for the most part ure very steadily held 
up to the quotations heretofore published, and 
holders show no disposition to make changes 
in order to effect sales, claiming that prices are 


now as low asthe condition of the market 


warrants. 

There has been no movement in indigo worth 
noting, the trade being almost entirely confined 
to small jobbing requirements for immediate 
use. The quarterly sales took place in London 
yesterday, when 6,950 chests were offered, 
made up of Bengal, Kurpah and Madras of 
various gradcs, said not to average very high. 

” No untoward effect is looked for from the re- 
sult, which has not as yet been made known 
here, 

Cutch has been very dull, no business of con- 
sequence being reported. The supply of 
prime bag is very low and S. M. is really very 
scarce, and consequently heldat firmer figures, 
most fdealers requiring 7}¢c for the small lots 
called for. Of slab there is an ample supply. 
and this may still be obtained at 6!4c. The out- 
look for this article is considered favorable. 


Gambier has been without life although there 
is no change in values, holders continuing to 
quote at 644c, with now and then a lot obtain- 
able at6c For future arrivals 6c is asked but 
there is very little call. The latest advices 
from Singapore show no chauge in the situa- 
tion there and no variation is looked for here, 
although some dealers predict an advance in 
prices with a revival in trade. 

Sicily sumac may be said tobe somewhat 
firmer, although no change in quotations has 
taken place. The supply here is light and as 
the stocks in the primary markets are very 
much reduced, and the prices abroad are rela- 
tively higher than here, no lower range of 
values may be looked for. Virginia is un- 
changed. There is no demand for any grade, 
buyers holding off as long as possible in hopes 
of doing better later on. 

Turmeric has sold in a small way only but is 
steadily held at 5@5i%c for Aleppo and Madras, 
and 444@4%c for Bengal. 

There isa steady though light movement of 
Chinese nutgalls for which dealers realize 22@ 
25c. Aleppo galls are held steady at 1444@16c 
but they are in only light jobbing request. ¥ 

Bichromate of potash is in moderate request 
for small parcels, but we hear of no sales of 
consequence. The change in price looked for 
has not yet taken place and it is now uncertain 
whether any change will be made. We quote 
at 4@l4Ke, according to quantity. 

Yellow prussiate of potash continues to sell 
satisfactorily, but mostly in small or moderate 
quantities. Prices remain steady at 23%@24c, 
according to quantity. Red is dull and un- 
changed at 0@5lc. 

Cochineal continues about as dull as it has 
been the past few weeks, there being really 
nothing doing beyond a small jobbing business 
to supply the more urgent requirements of 
consumers. Prices remain unchanged at 2@ 
20c for Teneriffe, although an increase in the 
demand would without doubt be taken advant- 
age of to advance quotations, as it is claimed 
the market is below the cost of importation. 

Albumen has been called for the past week to 
a moderate extent, but there are no large lots 
moving, the demand being for small parcels to 
supply immediate requirements. Prices re- 
main steady as before quoted, 

There is only a moderate business doing in 
Western corn starch to the home trade and for 
export the movement has been very light. 
There is nothing of importance doing in potato, 
which is more or less nominal at 544c. We 
quote corn at 3}¢c in bbls and 334c in bxs. 

The supply of fustic is yet quite large, which 
has the effect of keeping buyers out of the 
market in the hope of compelling holders to 
reduce their quotations, but thus far without 
effect. The supply of Logwood is only moder- 
ate, and dealers are consequently firm in their 
views, but there is very little inquiry. Business 
in all kinds is very dull. 

The dealers in aniline colors have been busy 
filling orders placed prior to the first of July, 
but there is very little new business coming in. 
The outlook, however, for the late summer 
trade is considered good, and a fair business is 
expected. Prices,as we mentioned last week, 
are now 50c per lb lower than before July Ist, 
that being the amount of the reduction in the 
duty. 

Extracts of all kinds have been rather quiet, 
the only article receiving a fair amount of at- 
tention being sumac, which is being substi- 
tuted by some consumers of the leaves, which 
are relatively higher. Prices on all extractsare 
unchanged. We quote: Sumac 64@8c. Log- 
wood—Solid 744@8léc, as to quantity; liquid, 51 
deg, 6447; 42 deg, 54@6'4c. Fustic—Solid 2@ 
le; liquid, 51 deg, U@12e. Indigo, 10@18e.

Factitious Ultramarine, or Guimet’s Blue.— 
The manufacture of this pigment seems to have 
been arrived at by following up tl e lesson derive 1- 
from an analysis of the genuine color. There 
are several ways of manufacturing this pigment 
but the essential composition seems to be sul- 
phide of sodium in conjunction with alumina, 
The ingredients, which vary with different man- 
ufacturers, are combined under the influence 
of a red heat during a period of many hours, 
then cooled, pulverized and washed. It is at 
first green, but by adding sulphur and re-calcin- 
ing it becomes blue. This pigment possesses, in 
a fair degree, most of the good qualities of its 
prototype, but for many years it withstood the 
efforts of the ink maker to bring it into proper 
condition for the uses of the litho-printer. Its 
employment was for a long time restricted to 
dusting it upon a light blue printed .in strong 
varnish; and many times has the atmosphere of 
the printing room been rendered unbearable by 
the sulpuretted hydrogen formed during the 
preparation of the color to prevent it soiling the 
paper. The genuine ultramarine is not affected 
by nitric acid, but the artificial product strongly 
efferveses when brought into contact with it. 
When thus treated, it was found to become 
moist, its particles more adherent, and to less 
soil the paper when applied to it. Sometimes it 
was moistened with sugar and water for the 
same object. Means have, however, been found, 
of late years, to make an ultramarine that can 
easily be worked as a lithographic ink, and it has 
been found of immense service in chromo 
printing. It is usually sold under the desiina- 
tion of 

Oriental Blue.—This is a soft pigment that 
does not require any great amount of grinding, 
and isof a fairly-pure azure blue, more inclining 
to purple than to green. It is not only very 
agreeable in hue when used pure, but in mix- 
tures holds a high place in compounding greys

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more especially of a purple cast. It may be 
taken as & general rule, that more agreeable and 
more acrial greys can be made from this pig- 
ment than from Prussian blue. Oriental or 
cobalt blue, with vermilion, makes a somewhat 
purple grey of so pure and delicate a tone that 
most printers would pronounce it to be made 
of crimson or scarlet lake and blue. A mixture 
of this kind possesses the great advantage of 
permanence in a very much higher degree than 
when made from cochineal or similar lakes. In- 
deed, these latter should never be used in print- 
ing if other more permanent colors can be made 
toservethe purpose. Both elements of this 
mixture of vermilion and oriental blue are 
colors that will stand most crucial tests, and as 
they both contain the same element—sulphur— 
asan essential ingredient, there is every proba- 
bility of the mixture being as permanent as its 
elements. With Indian and Venetian reds, 
similar tints may be made in conjunction with 
white lead, which, indeed, may be at any time 
used with the ultramarine blues when it is re- 
quired to have a body color;of light hue as in 
back-groundsand pale tints. When, however 
a decided purple is wanted, it will be necessary 
to use a lake of crimson hue, which will 
preferably be one of the madders. The 
ultramarines resist fire and alkalies, but are dis- 
colored by hydrochloric acid, which does not in- 
jure cobalt. When mixed with gum, if a dirty 
red or brown color be found upon its surface it 
indicates an excess of sulphide of sodium which 
tends to change the color of the pigment. 


Cobalt or Thenard’s Blue.—This blue, which 
is very pure in water color, has a_ little 
tendency to green when. employed in oil and 
varnish. It is, however, but very slight in 
degree, and the peculiarity is perhaps less duc 
to the pigment in it than the varnish with which 
itis worked. Though it is not injured by the 
action of acids and alkalies nor by the long-con- 
tinued action of light, its luster isthought to be 
impaired by time and impure air. It is a tran- 
sparent color of great use in skies and aerial dis- 
tances, for which it may sometimes be improved 
by the addition of other biues to alter its tone, 
though care should be taken that the cobalt 
should form the chief part of the compound. 
In spite of what we have said about its deterior- 
ation under some circumstances, it is quite an 
eligible pigment, because the alteration it un- 
dergoes is never great, and it is pretty sure to 
to be on an equality of performance with some 
other colors that most likely cannot be done 
without. 

Cobalt is prepared by adding arseniate or phos- 
phate of cobalt to freshly-prepared alumina, 
drying and heating to a red heat. Other names 
of this pigment are: Saxon blue, Vienna tlue, 
Paris blue, Dutch ultramarine, Dumont’s blue, 
ete. When cobalt is contaminated with Prus- 
siun blue, it may be detected by immersing it in 
lime-water, which in an hour becomes yellow 
and forms an ochreous preceipitate. 

Ceruleum is another preparation of cobalt of 
comparatively recent introduction, somewhat 
greenish in hue but not inclined to violet when 
seen by artificial light. It is well suited as a 
transparent sky blue of light tint, and is in 
repute among artists. It isan oxide of cobalt 
upon a base of silica, oxide of tin, and sulphate 
of lead. A mixture of ultramarine Naples 
yellow, and white lead is sometimes substituted 
for it. For the printer's use it is somewhat de- 
ficient in power. 

Smalt and royal blue are silicious prepara- 
tions of cobalt, which are variously coarse and 
gritty or fuirly fine in texture, according to the 
care with which they have been prepared, In 
common with some other vitreous colors they 
are liable to change, and they- further present 
few qualities to recommend them to the color 
printer. Dumont’s blue properly belongs to 
this class. 

Indigo, Indian blue, is manufactured in the 
Indies; from the indigo plant, or anil, from 
which comes the word aniline (par. 50) which was 
first discovered,by: Unverdorben in indigo, and 
afterwards by Runge among the coal tar pro- 
ducts. Indigo is prepared from several plants 
bearing the general name indigoferra (indigo- 
bearing), and is of great use in dycing, in which 
it produces very fast Colors. It is, doubtless 
from this fact that indigo derives its general re- 
putation for durability in water and oil, in both 
of which vehicles it is,|however, less reliable than 
Prussian blue. Its color is deeper and lower 
than that,of the latter. Its tints with flake 
white ‘are far from permanent, not even 
preserving their hue within the payes of a book, 
From what has been suid, it will be correctly in- 
ferred that this pigment possesses no qualities 
which the printer cannot better obtain from 
other sources. Some printers recommend it 
for tints with varnish; but, asa matter of fact, 
itcan be banished from the workshop without 
regret, as Prussian blue, broken down with 
black and a little vermilion or other red added 
to remove the ‘greenness, will answer for imi- 
tating its color, while the permanence of the 
compound will be greater than simple color. 
This forms an exception to the generally correct 
rule, that simple are more durable than com- 
pound colors, 

Indigo carmine.—This improperly-named 
color, which is also known as intense blue, is 
Precipitated from a solution of indigo in fum- 
ing sulphuric acid by carbonate of potash. In 
Color it is equal and similar to Antwerp blue. 
This form of indigo is much more durable, but 
its high price is a bar to its use in the printer's 
workshop.

mina. It is deeper in color than ordinary co- 
balt, but in common with it possesses the defect 
of becoming violet by artificial light. 

We have now disposed of the chief mineral 
blue colors, and among them are included 
nearly all that interest the chromo printer. 
There remain other colors which the intelligent 
workman should not be ignorant of, though 
some of them, which have been celebrated in 
their time, are scarcely now obtainable. There 
are also others of new invention which, though 
not very desirable, are to be found in the mar- 
ket, and are sometimes, by interested parties, 
forced upon the attention of the printer. 
Among the more ancient pigments, blues, 
which owed their coloring inatter to copper, 
held a high place, and it is of some of these we 
shall next speak. 

Copper Blues.—Mountain blue, azurite, Ar- 
menian stone, is a basic carbonate of copper 
found in quartz rocks; blue verditer, Bremen 
blue, Peligot blue, a hydrated oxide of copper; 
blue ash, cendres blue, Schweinfurt blue, are 
arseniates of copper in conjunction with lime. 
All these colors, which are sky blue in hue, 
stand better in water-color and crayon painting 
than in oil, in which they have a tendency to 
turn green, and therefore they are unsuited to 
the printer employing an oil varnish. They 
stand the action of light, but impure air and 
time turn them green and ultimately blacken 
them. This is, perhaps, accounted for by the 
fact that pigments of almost identical chemical 
composition are found among the greens. 

Blue lakes may be manufactured in such a 
variety of ways that no reliance whatever is to 
be placed on the name. They may be of the 


most fugitive character, or may be fairly per- 
manent. Iris blue, litmus blue, are vegetable 
extracts allicd with earthy matter, and are the 
most fugitive of the class. Others, compound- 
ed of Prussian blue and alumina or similar base, 
are fairly reliable. Others, sometimes called 
mineral blues, are compounded of white earths, 
such as kaolin and indigo. 

The blue dyes formed from the coal tar pro- 
duct, aniline, have been used in forming blue 
lakes with much success, and under many names 
are to be found among printers’ pigments. The 
aniline blues—regina blue, bleu de Igone, &eo.— 
have the reputation of being among the fastest 
of the coal tar dyes; but it does not follow, as we 
have seen in the case of indigo, that they form 
permanent pigments. They can be formed of 
different hues, and can be made either pure in 
color or bordering on violet or green. Litho- 
graphers who find any ofuentege in using these 
colors should ascertain from the venders what 
they are, and also note what influence time, 
light, &c. have upon them,

Heavy Chemicals. 


There has been avery quiet market during 
the past week, business having been inter- 
rupted by the 4th of July holiday, which has 
beemseized upon this year more than usuai as 
an excuse for doing nothing. Sellers are not 
disposed to accept current offers for soda ash 
and are firm in their views holding for higher 
prices. The volume of business has been 
smaller than for many weeks past, and there 
has hardly been enough done to make a 
basis for quotations. Caustic soda is a 
shade easier than when we last wrote, and the 
samme may be said of Bleaching powder, Sal 
soda is steady and in moderate request. The 
other light chemicals are without change with 
the exception of cream of tartar and nitrate 


soda, which are both a shade higher. 


Carbonated ash 48 per cent., for some brands 
prices are a shade easier. We get sales of 100 
tons at 1 5244@1 60c as to brand, and 75 tons at 


147M%c. High test is steady and has sold to the 
exteet of 75 tons at 1 474@ Te. 


Caustic ash 48 per cent is only wanted to a 


limited extent, the demand for the moment be- 
ing confined to jobbing wants. We are report- 
ed sales of 125 tons at 134@140c. High test is 
without animation and is obtainable at 135@ 
1 40c, as to brand and quantity. 

Alkali 36 per cent is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand with prices ranging from 1 35@ 
140c, as to quantity. High test BM is now 
quoted at 145@1ée as to quantity, with sales 
reported of 150 tons in lots at prices within the 
range. For other makes there fis a steady de- 
mand with sales reported of 100 tons at 154@134c 
as to quantity and brand. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent is in the same posi- 
tion as when we last wrote, the demand being 
mostly for forward shipments, but atsuch low 
prices which importers are not disposed to ac- 
eept at the moment. We are reported sales of 
100 tons at 154@1 40c. High test is steady with 
sales reported of 150 tons to arrive at 1 35@1 40c, 
as to quantity. 

Bleach—Under freer offerings from abroad 
with an easier market reported the demand here 
has been rather light during the past week. We 
are reported sales of 100 cks to arrive at 1 40c, 
and 75 cks in jobbing lots at 1 45@1e, 

Caustic soda 60 per cent. is only wanted in a 
limited way and is obtainable at 2 95@3c. High 
test has been more freely offered during the 

- past few days, and is now obtainable at 2%c, 
and it is intimated that an offer of 2 70c would 
be accepted for a round lot for shipment. We 
are reported sales of 250 dms to arrive at 24c@ 
280c, and 100 dms 74 per cent, at 2 85c, also 75 
dins of 76 per cent. at 34¢c, now held at 35¢c, 

Sal soda English is in light supply on the spot 
for which 1 15e@1 17c is demanded from store. 
To arrive, however, it is obtainable at 1c, at 
which 150 tons new placed. 

Sal soda, American, is mceting with the usual 
good jobbing demand. At present the manu- 
facturers are demanding 1 05c for large casks 
and 107¢c for small as to quantity, with sales 
reported of 150 tons within the range. 

Soda bicarbonate, English, is dull,'the demand 
being confined to small jobbing orders, The 
nominal quotation is 3c. 

Soda bicarbonate, American, is meeting with 
the usual good jobbing demand. The quota- 
tions for the present are! 33g¢@3}4 f.0.b. less 144 
per cent. for cash as to brand and quantity, 

Salt cake, English, has sold to the extent of 
75 tons for forward shipment at 75@80c, Do- 
inestic is now quoted at 70c, at which 30 tons 
were placed. 

Soda carbonate is meeting with an improved 
demand, 2c being now the quotation.

FILTERING THE REFINED OIL. 


The refined oils generally contain small fibers 
of cellular tissue which have not been acted 
upon by the refining agent, insuspension. The 
oil therefore does not appear clear, but opales- 
cent. The oil can be obtained perfectly clear 
by filtration. 

As most of the oils are very viscous bodies, 
there are many difficulties to be overcome in 
filtering them. The small suspended particles 
goon fill the pores of the filt r, and the latter 
becomes ineffective. 

To avoidclogging it is advisable to perform 
the filtration in two opcrations, by first passing 
the oil through a filter which will remove only 
the coarsest particles and then through a sec- 
ond filter, the pores of which are small enough 
to retain the remaining suspended matter. 


For removing the coarse matter, a sand filter 
is best adapted. It can readily be made in the 
following manner: 

A cylinder of well tinned sheet iron, baving a 
diameter of 30 c.m. and height of 2 m., is made. 
The lower end of the cylinder is provided with 
a pipe, through which the oil enters. This is 
connected by means of a rubber tube with the 
vessel .ontaining the oil, placed 1 to 2m. higher. 
To the upper end of the cylinder an exit tube is 
attached. The interior of the cylinder is pro- 
vided with an iron ring placed about 2 c.m. 
above the bottom; upon this rests a perforated 
plate covered with cloth, to hold the sand. 

The sand used for filtering should be well 
washed. The lower layers may be coaase, 
about the size of peas, but the upper layer 
should consist of the finest sand. 

Since the vessel containing the oil is at a 
higher level than the filter, the oil is forced 
through by its own pressure and the operation 
proceeds rapidly. Oil which enters very turbid 
will pass out quite clear. 

When the filtration is completed, the sand re- 
mains saturated with oil which can be removed 
by running water through the filter. After the 
filter has been used for some time, the oil 
passes through much slower on account of the 
filling up of the pores, showing that it is time 
to change the sand. The sand still retainsa 
small quantity of oil after water has been used. 
To remove the last portions the sand is heated 
with lye, then thoroughly washed with water, 
and is again ready for use. 


TESTING OILS, 


The more expensive oils are often adulterated 
with cheaper ones. <A simple method for test- 
ing the oils as to their purity in a short time, 
is therefore of great importance. Unfortunate- 
ly we are acquainted with no process which 
gives absolute results, but the known methods 
are sufficient to determine the purity of the 
ordinary oils, with a degree of certainty. 

Considerable advantage is furnished in these 
examinations by a knowledge of the properties 
of materials, which are undoubtedly pure; it is 
for this reason that we have given above the 
charccteristic properties of the various fats and 
oils. 

The more important tests in the examination 
of oils are the following : 

1, Examination rf the specific gravity. 

2. Behavior with reagents. 

3. Estimation of the fluidity of the oils and 
fate. 


1. Estimation of the Specific Gravity. 


The specific gravity of all oils is less than that 
of water. Itis determined by means of the 
arecometer. We have given the specifit grav- 
ities as found by the ordinary areometer used

It is to be observed that these oil balances, 
like every other areometer, will only give cor- 
rect results when the liquid is examined at the 
temperature for which the instrument is made, 
The normal temperature in this case is 15.6 deg. 
Cc. 

The specific gravity of an oil varies, accord- 
ing to the extent to which it has been refined. 
If it is found, iu the examination of an oil, that 
the areometer shows results which are beyond 
these limits, it is evidence that the materiel un- 
der examination is not a pure oil, but that it is 
a mixture, the nature of which must be found 
by further examination.

2. Behavior with Reagents. 


The examination of oil with reagents is gen- 
erally made for the purpose of hetecting adul- 
terations; they give color reactions which in- 
dicate the presence of certain oils. In many 
cases the colors are not very well defined, and 
to avoid mistakes a like test should always be 
made (for comparison) with a small sample of 
oil which is known to be absolutely pure. 

The reagents which are mostly employed are 
either acid or caustic lyes of given strength. 
This is to be well remembered as the celors de- 
pend very much on the concentration of the re- 
agent. The reagents employed are as follows:

Detection of a Mixture of Drying and Non- 
Drying Oil.—When drying oils are brought in 
contact with nitric acid containing nitrous 
acid, they remain liquid with the exception of 
castor oil. The non-drying oils all solidify 
after a longer or shorter time. The test is 
made by pouring 1 part (by volume) of nitric 
acid, specific gravity 1.2, into a test tube, and 
adding 2 parts of oil and some copper turnings. 
The nitrous acid evolved will then act directly 
on the oil. 

While olive oil solidifies in 73 minutes, sweet 
almond oil requires 160, hazelnut oil 103, castor 
oil 608 minutesand rapeseed oil 40 hours. 

8. Estimating the Fluidity of Oils. 

The oils are much more viscous than water, 
and for this reason will flow slower through a 
tube of a given diameter, than water. This 
property has been employed in determining the 
character of various oils. 

The apparatus used is very simple, consisting 
of a cylindric glass vessel about 10 c.m. height 
and 2c,m.in diameter, which is drawn out at 
the lower end to a diameter of 16 m.m._ It is 
very important that these determinations 
should always be made at the same tempera- 
ture, because the tiuidity greatly varies at 
different temperatures, as will be seen from the

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On the adulteration of Soap. 


BY DR. H. BRACKENBUSCH. 

The importance of soap as an indispensable 
article in the household has not restrained the 
adulterators from making it a favorite object 
of their operations, and at the present day soap 
is only very rarely what it should be, the alka- 
line salt of a fatty acid with about 15 per cent. 
of water, which may be increased in case of 
soft soaps to 30 per cent. at most. The amount 
of moisture isan immediate signal for adulter- 
ation. Of all substances that can be used to 
adulterate soup water is, of course, the cheap- 
est, and as it is also harinless, this was the first 
point where manufacturers made use of their 
knowledge. The percentage of water was 
raised to 26 or 28 per cent., and now nearly all 
the ordinary soaps contain that amount when 
they leave the factory. At first the retailers 
objected to this method, because they had to 
suffer the loss so far as it dried out and lost 
weight in. the store, 

The next point was to find some substance 
that would prevent this rapid drying, and it 
was very soon discovered that those soaps that 
contained an excess of lye retained moisture 
longer. Henceforth it was only necessary to 
use lyes of extra strength so as to obtain a large 
yield of soap containing an exeess of water. 
The results of this ingenieus method are before 
us; in the shops of the soap dealers the bars of 
soap become coated with a crust of white crys- 
tals which is nothing but soda. If a few drops 
of corrosive sublimate be dropped on these 
crystals, a red spot will at once be produced by 
the formation of mercuric oxide. In addition 
to the deception of the public who buy such 
soaps, this alkali destroys clothes washed witb 
it, as the fiber of the tissues is directly attacked 
by it, while the proper action of the soap de- 
pends on its enveloping the particles of dirt and 
carrying them off. 

Soap is subject to another kind of adultera- 
tion called filling, or weighting. Soapstone and 
similar mineral substances are added to the fin- 
ished soap to increase its weight. But it may 
be added that this fraudulent weighting is rare. 
Large establishments cannot take the risk of 
being detected in such avaricious practices, and 
small ones scarcely have the apparatus at their 
disposal for making a uniform mixture which 
will not arouse suspicion. 

Now soaps are frequently found in the mar- 
ket which scarcely deserve this name. Mineral 
soap, cold water soap, etc., are the names in- 
scribed on the placards behind which is buried 
a preparation consisting for the greater part of 
water-glass. The well-known water-glass is a 
silicate of soda or potash dissolved in free or 
caustic soda, or potash. There was a time when 
it excited great hopes, and its introduction into 
the household for washing was dreamed of, but 
it was soon found that its caustic properties 
made their appearance at a relatively low tem- 
perature. Hence we often find the notice “to 
be used cold” printed in bold letters on the 
wrappers. This product is obtained by thick- 
ening water-glass with stearine, oleine, or any 
other easily saponifiable fat. As it takes but 
very little of the substances named to make an 
article closely resembling soap, of course the 
product is very cheap. There does not seem to 
be any limit to the amount of water in it; at 
least the author found in one kind of mineral 
soap from Berlin 58 per cent of water. Water- 
glass soaps do not dissolve readily in water,they 
make but little suds, and render the skin hard 
and unpliable. Admitting that they are suita- 
ble for many purposes, nothing can be said 
against their sale so long as they appear under 
names which prelude their being confounded 
with other soaps. Nevertheless, there is always 
this danger—that water-glass may come into 


general use in making soap,and this is to be de- 
plored, Water-glass soaps are easily recognized 
by their insolubility in moderately strong 
alcohol, the water-glass remaining behind in 
a glutinous form, 

Great deecption has been practiced under 
such names as ‘“‘almond soaps,” etc.Fortunately 
the difference between various kinds of fats are 
not very great from a themical point of view, 
although it is always an unpleasant thought 
that the fat from animals that have died may 
return to the housein the form of soap. A 
white or yellow soap having a good smell is not 
made from bad fat, and hence is more appetiz- 
ing. 

A method formerly much in use consisted in 
mixing green soap with starch paste, a mixture 
that could not be detected by the naked eye, 
especially if colored with caramel. On attempt- 
ing to dissolve it in ordinary burning alcohol, a 
white coagulum forms. 

From the foregoing it is sufficiently evident 
that those who buy soap to sell again have eve- 
ry reason to keep a sharp lookout on those who 
f=rnish them with soap.—Polyt. Notiz.

Almond Oil, its use in Soap Making 
and its Adulterations. 


Almond oil is the fat oil which is obtained 
from sweet of bitter almcn 1s by pressure; the 
almonds are previously dried at a moderate 
temperature and coarsely pulverized. The mass 
is often pressed a second time, with the addition 
of water; in the treatment of bitter almonds 
water and heat must not be used. 

Sweet almonds give about 46 per cent; bitter 
almonds about 36 per cent. of oil, which is pale 
yellow in color, very limpid, has an oily taste, 
is non-drying, remains clear in the cold and 
solidifies at 21 deg.C. Almond oil is soluble in 
25 parts cold, and in6 parts hot alvohol; it is 
used in the manufacture of, soaps, in hair oils 
pomades, and numerous cosmetics. 

The toilet soaps, known as almond soaps, may 
differ in character, being either a tine seap, per- 
fumed with the essential oil of bitter almonds, 
or containing some of the sweet, fatty oil or 
tinely grated sweet or bitt’r almonds in the 
mass. The almond oil itself is readily saponi- 
fied, giving a hard, white soap. 

An excellent almond soap is obtained from 30 
Ibs cocoanut oil, 134 Ibs soda lye, 40 deg., 1 Ib 
potash lye, 40 deg, 45 grams almond oil and 35 
grams essence of mirbane. 

A good almond paste is prepared in the fol- 
lowing manner: 32 grams blanched bitter al- 
monds are rubbed to a fine paste. which is 
gradually added to a mixture of 60 grams 
honey, 30 grams yolk of egg, 60 grams almond 
oil, 1 gram oil of bergamot and 1 gram oil of 
cloves. 

Almond oil can also be used in the prepara- 
tion of the cosmetic known as Amandine, 
which, according to New Remedies is made 
as follows: 

A syrup is prepared from 2 parts sugar and 1 


part water; 16 parts of this syrup are melted 
with 4 parts almond soap cream until a uniform 
mass is obtained. To this mass is added, while 
continuously stirring, 400 parts almond oil, 
which is perfumed with 4 parts oil of bitter al- 
monds, 4 parts ofl of bergamot and 2 parts oil 
of cloves. The mixture of the almond oil with 
the syrup requires some practice, especially 
when the mass begins to thicken. 

Almond oil, like so many ether oils, is subject 
to numerous adulterations. It is mixed with 
oils of the seeds of peaches, apricots and plums; 
even the addition of sesame, poppy and other 
oils is not uncommon. 

The most thorough examinations of almond 
oil for adulterations have been made by J. dD. 
Bieber of Hamburg, and it may prove of inter- 
est to our readers, to give some of the results, 
Bieber made a series of experiments which show 
the presence or absence of peach stone oil and 
sesame oil with certainty. The method of test- 
ing is exceedingly simple. 

A reagent is prepared by mixing equal parts 
by weight of concentrated sulphuric acid, fum- 
ing nitric acid and water, and allowing to cool, 

When 5 parts of oil and 1 part of the acid mixture 
are mixed, we get with pure almond oil: a pale, 
yellowish white liniment; peach stone oil: im- 
mediately a peach blossom red color, later dark 
orange ; sesame oil: pale yellowish red, turnir g 
dirty orange red. Poppy oil and nut oil from 
wallnuts givesa whiter liniment than almond 
oil. 

Almond oil mixed with nitric acid, specific 
gravity 1.40, gives a pale yellow liniment; peach 
stone oil a red liniment; sesame oil a dirty yel- 
lowish green mixture which after a time tur! 6 
red. 
An addition of 5 per cent of peach stone or 
sesame oil can readily be detected with the acid 
mixture. By preparing various mixtures of 
almond and peach stone oils, varying from each 
other by 10 per cent and using them for a color 
scale with the acid mixture, the percentage of 


d oil can be approximately determined in 
pee thee oil.
